£ Sub-human 
killers’ 
condemned 
by Prince

In a poignant tribute to the 
late Lord Mount bat ten of 
Burma yesterday, the Prince of 
Wales echoed British anger, 
sadness and bewilderment over 
the Irish question. 

“ What on earth was the 
point of such mindless cruelty?” 
he asked. “ He was a man who 
help ed defeat the - scourge of 
tyranny and oppression. Per¬ 
haps the manner of his passing 
wlU awaken us to civilized 
democracy’s vulnerability to the 
kind of" sub-human extremism 
that blows up people when it 
feels like it." 

It was bitter irony, he said, 
that a man who had been tor¬ 
pedoed, mined and bombed in 
the last war. who had helped 
defeat tyranny -in South-east 
Asia, wbo had passionate con¬ 
cern for the individual, who 
had ensured that India should 
get independence, -should be 
mercilessly blown to bits 
“through the agency of some 
of the most cowardly minds 
imaginable”.. 

Lord Mountbatten bad 
worked hard for peace and in¬ 
ternational understanding. But 
“ thev finally succeeded in 
murdering a man desperately 
trying to sow • the seeds of 
peace for future generations”. 

. The Prince paid heartfelt end 
moving tribute to his great- 
imcJe at a memorial service in 
St Paul’s Cathedral. Wearing 
the uniform of Commander, 
Royal Navy,-and standing in 
the spotlit pulpit beneath the

great dame, he spoke to more 
than 2.000 people.

He said that several years 
aeo Lord Mountbatten had 
been planning arrangements for 
bis funeral service and had 
asked him to' make .an address 
at it.

My great 
uncle always seemed to me 
reassuringly indestructible and 
full of energy and enthusiasm, 
even at the age of nearly 80.” 

The Prince said he supposed 
there was a sense in which Lord 
Mountbatten had died a hero's 
death at sea.

Nicholas KnetchbuII. bif grand¬ 
son.; and Paul Maxwell, the 


local boy who looked after tbe 
fishing "boat Shadow V. 

“Today we remember them, 
two elderly people and two on 
the threshold of their lives. The 
fact that two of his family died 
with . him would have appalled 
Lord . Mountbatten. He was, 
abore all, a family man. a der 
roted.^ husband, enlightened 
father,.; •wonderful grandfather 
and a very special great unde: 
He was a man for whom blood 
was thicker than water. He 


was the centre of the family, 
a patriarchal figure.”

-Discounts on sales to tenants 
will be 33 per cent for one of 
three years’ standing, increasing 
to 50 per cent for a tenancy of 
20 years. The purchaser trill 
have the right to a 100 per cent 
mortgage from the local autho¬ 
rity, and a deposit of £100 will 
enable a purchaser to buy 
within two years at the same 
price if bis -morrgage. enrixJe- 
menr is .insufficient to buy 
immediately.

These are all designed to help 
“ redress ” the balance for 
tenants who after many years 
have nothing, while the owner 
occupier makes a “ windfall tax- 
free profit", Mr Heseltine said. 

The Labour Party pledged 
opposition to the Bill. “We 
shall fight it very bard in the 
House of Commons and in the 
country,” Mr Roy Hattcrsley, 
environment spokesman, said. 

He complained that the power 
of the Secretary of State to 
intervene meant that “ Mr 
Heseltine can if he wishes do 
anything be wants,” and pre¬ 
sented a constitutional danger 
to the country. He also disputed 
the figures, io the Bill which 
showed the profit made from 
council bouse soles. 

• Mr Hattcrsley said that on 
the most reasonable estimate 
the. sale of each bouse would 
cost the community £5,000, 
meaning a loss of £50m for 
every 101000 bouses sold. 

The Conservative-controlled 
Association of District Councils, 
which represents councils 
managing more than three mil¬ 
lion council homes, gave the 
Bill qualified support. 

Mr John Morgan, chairman of 
the housing committee, said:

Last-ditch talks today 
in effort to avert 
new year steel strike

Last-ditch talks aimed at 
averting the threatened national 
steel strike are to take place 
this morning between the Bri¬ 
tish Steel Corporation and lead¬ 
ers of the Iron and Steel Trades 
Confederation against a back¬ 
ground of growing union milit¬ 
ancy- 

Mr William Sirs, general sec¬ 
retary of die confederation, 
said last night: “ The corpora¬ 
tion say they are going to be 
pretty rough*. They cannot be 
any rougher than we are being. 
Unless there is money on the 
table there is no possibility of 
changing the course we are 
embarking upon.’' 

The union is calling out on 
strike from January 2 its 90.000 
members employed by British 
Steel, and preparations for the 
stoppage are building up. 

Picket badges have been 
printed and distributed, and the 
confederation has started up its 
own propaganda machine to 
counter British Steel’s campaign 
to persuade workers to accept 
the offer of 2 per cent plus up 
to 10 per cent more at plant 
level for demanning. higher 
productivity, and improved 
financial performance. 

Mr Sirs said the dispute could 
still be called off by his execu¬ 
tive today, but only if the cor¬ 
poration made an offer the 
union regarded as a serious 
opening of negotiations on the 
claim for wage rises at least 
equal to the 17} per cent rate 
of inflation. 

The TUC steel committee last 
night reinforced that message 
in talks with Sir Charles 
VUIiers. chairman of British 
Steel, and his-chief executives. 

Steel union leaders and Mr 
Len Murray, general secretary 
of the TUC have told the cor¬ 
poration that If die offer is not 
increased to a level considered 
by the confederation to be suf¬ 
ficient for it to rescind its 


strike call, the steelworkers'will 
be supported by all die other 
unions in the industry and 
many outside. 

Sir Michael Edwardes, chair¬ 
man of British Leyland, has 
appealed in a telegram to Mr 
Sirs for a year of uninterrupted 
steel supplies. A national strike 
would be “simply horrifying”, 
he said. It would put the future 
of 160,000 trade unionises work¬ 
ing for the British car firm in 
the balance. 

Mr Sirs said he was 
impressed by rhe telegram, but 
he held out no hope of a dis¬ 
pensation for BL from the im¬ 
pact of a nationwide stoppage- 

The steelworkers’ leaders 
have asked continental metal 
unions to cut off steel imports 
into the United Kingdom and 
Mr Sirs has also bad meetings 
with Mr James Prior, Secretary 
of State for Employment, and 
Mr James Callaghan, Leader of 
the Opposition, about the im¬ 
pending shutdown. 

He said the attitude of his 
executive was hardening. _ A 
member, who abstained during 
the December 7 decision to call 
the strike had now changed his 
mind, making the executive 
view unanimous. 

One possible negotiating 
move by the corporation wouIg 
be to make the productivity 
increases more attractive by 
paying them in advance of im¬ 
provements in plant perform¬ 
ance. That shift in itself would 
not solve the dispute, but it 
might be 1 sufficient for the 
strike to be called off. -

Lady 
Villiers, her daughter, son-in- 
law and two grandchildren 
were starting breakfast. 

Lady Villiers said that she 
became suspicious when she 
saw the package, noticed the 
postmark and could not recog¬ 
nize the handwriting.

Fears grow 
of IRA 
using new 
i missiles 

I From Christopher Thomas 
Belfast 

The Irish Government’s deci¬ 
sion to equip its army with 
ground-to-air missiles may 
indicate a growing fear of the 
IRA's - ability to use modern 
weapons gained in guerrilla 
warfare during tbe past 10 
years. 

That fear is shared in 
Northern Ireland. The army -is 
concerned that the Provisional 
IRA will acquire die Russian 
surface-to-air missile (SAM). 

The . Sam-7, which is 
shoulder-held, was used with 
devastating effect in Vietnam. 
It is believed to be available 
on the black market at a price 
between £8,000 "and £ 10,000. 
There is no evidence that any 
are in terrorist bands. 

Official manuals describe 
the Sam-7 as a “man portable 
infra-red homing light anti¬ 
aircraft missile It relies on 
tail-puisn't interception to 
engage -low-flying -aircraft and 
is highly effective - against 
helicopters. 

It is believed that a Sam*7 
was responsible for bringing 
down : a Rhodesian civilian air¬ 
liner earlier this year ■ at 
Kariba, killing 59 people. 

In the immediate border 
areas of Ulster, helicopters are 
the only safe transport for 
military personnel. No military 
vehicle travels by road within 
a considerable distance of the 
border unless it must. 

If the IRA was able to shoot 
down high-flying helicopters the 
terrorist war would enter a new 
dimension. The prospect- of a 
Sam-7 being deployed against a 
troop-carrying aircraft alarms 
senior soldiers. 

The missile is 129 metres 
long and weighs 9.2 _ kllov. 
grammes. An official Ministry* 
of Defence report in April, 1976- 
said tbe range was nine to 10 - 
kilometers. It is reladyeljy 
simple to operate. • :■ 

The republican array.-is being , 
equipped with gjfound-tO-air.' 
missiles, principally for. training 
purposes. There is speculation 
that their true purpose is to 
protect visiting VIPs against the 
use of new weapons by the IRA.

Launderettes face extra 
charge for ‘trade effluent’ 


Owners of automatic laundries 
mav have to pay extra charges 
to water authorities after a deci-- 
slon by the Court of Appeal 
yesterday. 

The court ruled that liquid 
discharged from washing 
machines in such laundries is 
“ trade . effluent" and not 
“ domestic sewage ” under the 
Public Health (Drainage of 
Trade Premises) Act, 1937, and 
that higher charges apply. The 
court refused leave to appeal to 
the House of Lords. ; 

Later a legal representative of 
the London-based Blue and 
White Launderettes said : ** This 
is a test case of major import¬ 
ance to the industry and several 
mill ion pounds depends on 
todays’ decision. 

“We shall now be consider¬ 
ing an application to the House 


of Lords appellate committee 
seeking leave to appeal.” 

. The court allowed wirh costs 
an appeal by -Thames Water 
Authority from a Clerkenwell 
County Court .decision rejecting 
its claim For £13S5 concerning 
discharge of effluent from nine 
Blue and Wbire launderettes. 

Lord Justice Eveleigh said 
the appeal was solely concerned 
with the question whether the 
effluent concerned was “trade 
effluent" within the meaning 
of ths 1937 Act. 

“ In my opinion the exclusion 
of domestic sewage in the Act 
is intended to relate to tbe 
household activities on the pre¬ 
mises, rhe domestic activities of 
those who work there, as 
opposed to the effects of the 
business activities'’, the appeal 
judge said.

Jail for reckless driver 
who killed five 


From Our Correspondent 
Portsmouth 

Keith Inglis. aged 32. 
admitted at Portsmouth Crown 
Court yesterday five charges of 
causing death by reckless driv¬ 
ing and was jailed for four 
mo nths . He was also banned 
from driving for two years- 

The victims included two of 
his dose friends and three 
members of a family travelling 
in another car. Mr Inglis, of 
Central Road,- Drayton. Ports¬ 
mouth, was critically injured 
in tbe crash, on the A27 dual 
carriageway in Portsmouth last 
January. The only other sur¬ 
vivor was a girl aged eight 
months. 

Mr David Elfer, for the pro¬ 
secution, told Mr John Spokes, 
QC, the recorder, that Mr Inglis 
and the child were “ excessively 
lucky” to be alive in view of 
ti.*e violence of tbe collision. 
Not even seatbelts, he said, 
could have saved those who 
died. 

Mr Inglis’s Vauxhall Cavalier 
crossed the central reservation 
at a speed estimated at 70 mph. 
Counsel said that Mr Inglis at 
first entered a slip road at 
about 80 mph, then changed his 
mind and steered back oa to 
the carriageway, but lost 
control. 

On the opposlite carriageway 
his car crashed into a Ford Cor¬ 


tina containing Mrs Lorraine 
Ogilvie. the driver, her daugh¬ 
ters, Kichola, aged eight, and 
Clare, aged eight months, and 
Mrs Hilda Cochrane, aged 78, 
the girls' grandmother. Only 
tbe baby survived and she is 
being cared tor by her father. 
Mr Inglis’s two passengers, 
Ruth Batchelor, aged 26. and 
Martin Hayto. aged 29, both of 
Laburnum Grove, Portsmouth, 
also died. 

Mr Elfer said other drivers 
told the police that Mr Inglis 
had been driving dangerously 
a little earliar. He had crossed 
a roundabout at 50 mph with¬ 
out slowing down for another 
car, and had driven within six 
inches of a car he wanted to 
overtake, soundiag his horn im¬ 
patiently- 

His passengers. Who were 
being thrown about in their 
acats, joined in; Mr Hayto 
made a V-sign at the driver 
who had not moved over and 
Ruth Batchelor mouthed the 
word “ bastard 

Mr Michael de Navarro, for 
the defence, said Mr Inglis 
could remember nothing of the 
accident. Medical reports had 
proved that the loss of memory 
was genuine. 

Mr Inglis’s estranged wife, 
Frances, said : “ He says his life 
ended at the accident. He 
wishes they had never revived 
him.”

They are to prepare a report 
for Mr Ronald Gregory. Chief 
Constable of West Yorkshire. 
Mr Nevill declined to say what 
would go into the report but 
«a:d : ~ l feel that in the past 
month we have accomplished .a 
Iol more than we hoped at the 
beginning. We are satisfied 
with what we hare achieved. 
The clue to the identitv of the 
Ripper still lies with the public. 
He musr be somewhere and he 
cannot be suspended in space.’' 

Mr Gregory repeated his 
warning to women to be 
especially ivarv. He said the 
Scotland Yard ofFicers had 
done what they came to do and 
had provided fresh suggestions 
and impetus to the inouiry. “ It 
has been a very well worth¬ 
while exercise”. 

The new leader of the squad 
of nearly 500 officers exclu¬ 
sively engaged in the hunt for 
the killer of 12 women is to 
be Det Chief Supt Peter Gilrain 
of BradFord.

Strong man 
sent by 
Vatican to 
France

The presentation of his cre¬ 
dentials by a new Papal Nuncio 
to France is normally a routine 
diplomatic affair. This is not 
so in the case of Mgr Felici, 
whose name conjures up for 
French bishops dark, disturbing 
visions of bell, book and candle. 

After ail. it was Mgr Felici 
who, as Pro-Nuncio to the 
Netherlands, bought some order 
into the Dutch church, swept 
by the winds of violent change, 
and who was responsible for 
the nominations—contested by 
the Dutch bishops—of the new 
conservative incumbents of 
Roermond and Rotterdam. 

Mgr Felid has obviously not 
been sent to France merely ro 
preside at ecclesiastical cere¬ 
monies. Cardinal Marty, the 
Archbishop of Paris, in a state¬ 
ment at toe time of his appoint¬ 
ment last August, denied that 
he had come to reassert Vatican 
control over the French church. 

But he went on to say that 
“ the Nuncio is very firm, very 
hard working, trained in the 
school of Mgr Casaroli and Mgr 
Benelli ” (whose reputation as 
an authoritarian is well estab¬ 
lished), only to add, rather un¬ 
convincingly that “ there arc no 
particular difficulties in the 
French church”. 

In fact, there are problems 
in the French church, and 
there have been for some years. 
There was the worker-priest 
movement in the 1950s, the left- 
wing radicalization of part of 
the lower clergy, especially in 
regions like Britanny, and a 
general lack of discipline in the 
application of the doctrinal 
and liturgical decisions oE the 
Vatican Coundl. 

There have also been mala¬ 
droit sorties by some French 
bishops into politics, over 
nuclear weapons, for instance, 
aDd the traditionalist reaction 
led by Archbishop Lefebvre. 

The election oF Pope John 
Paul II and the death of Card¬ 
inal Villot, the French Secretary 
of State in the Vatican, has 
introduced a formidable new 
dimension into ^.French church 
affairs. 

The new Pope’s popular touch 
appeals to the French hierarchy. 
But the strong wind of doctrinal 
orthodoxy which has been blow¬ 
ing from Rome, and reached 
hurricane proportions with .the 
latest string of condemnations 
by the Holy Office of promi¬ 
nent theologians, is not to its 
liking. 

Throughout the recent up¬ 
heavals in the French church, 
which Cardinal Marty refuses 
tn see. the Catholic hierarchy, 
with the exception of a few 
bishops branded as right-wing 
or authoritarian, has generally 
. adopted a prudent and passive 
. attitude, except, to give it its 
. due, on the subject ot abortion. 
Many of the faithful in this 
country feel that their pastors 
. are wanting in firmness and 
. leadership 

The misgivings of the French 

- hierarchy about the new Pope 
are reciprocated. The Pope does 
not know the French church 

- well, but what he knows is not 
. altogether to his liking. 

Cardinal Many has already 
reached the age of 75. and

Dr. Seidl said be_ expected 
that tlie court hearing would 
take place in January. In pre¬ 
vious , hearings the courts have 
granted the Bonn Government 
discretion on which grounds to 
plead , for the release of Herr 
Hess.

These insufficiencies have con¬ 
tributed to a worrying insecurity 
in belief. But even today, the 
faithful have the right to a com¬ 
plete and a!ear represenation of 
the truths of faith. The teaching 
and pastoral ministry nf rhe 
Church have to take care of this. 

3. Already in 1917 after the publi¬ 
cation nf his boow Die Kirchc 
(Freiburg/Brcisgau. 1967) the 
Congregation for the Doctnne nf 
the Faith reminded Pro lessor 
Klin* nf the apprehension of toe 
Church. On April 30. 1968. it 
informed Professor KDsg that i: 
had studied his book. At the same 
time the. Congregation for toe 
Doctrine of the Faith invited 
Professor ‘KOng to a colloquy. 
Although he in general agreed to 
lake part, such a colloquy never 
took place despite repeated Imita¬ 
tions. After the publication 
nf UufeWbor ? — .Eine A rtf rage 
(19/fJl rite Congregation for the 
Doctrine of toe Faith took pro¬ 
ceedings on doctrinal matters 
against some doctrines expressed 
in this book and it asked Pro¬ 
fessor Kung tn answer questions 
addressed to him by the Congre¬ 
gation.

Thereupon the Congrega¬ 
tion, which l» entrusted with The 
pfotcctiun and promotion of faith 
in toe whole Church, published on 
July fi. 1973. the declaration

A trial concerning the owner¬ 
ship of a valuable batch' of 
W. H. Auden’s poetry manu¬ 
scripts and notebooks ended 
here yesterday after a week of 
bearings appropriately spiced 
with literary allusions. .‘The 
dispute is between the New 
York Public Libzau^r and a 
retired dentist who wiH be 87 
next month. 

The case was heard at the 
surrogates’ court, where le«aJ 
issues concerning bequests are 
adjudicated. The two sides will 
put in [heir final submissions by 
the end of nest month ro Mr 
Millard Midooick, the' surro¬ 
gate. who will probably give 
bis verdict in February. 

The papers estimated to be 
worth about £160,000, were be¬ 
queathed by Auden to Mr 
Chester Kajima n, a less success¬ 
ful poet who was Auden's lover 
for 30 years. After Auden’s 
death in 1973. the papers were 
deposited in the New York 
Public Library’s Berg Collec- 
rioo of literary, manuscripts. 

Mr Kallmaa had warned, to 
don are the papers to the library, 
but the contested . point is 
whether the gift had been pro¬ 
perly completed before KaUman 
himself died in 1975 at the age 
nf 53. Dr Edward KaUman, bis 
Father, is claiming the papers at 
his next of ldn, since in his will 
KaUman left everything to 
Auden, who was already'dead. 

Dr Kallman’s lawyers said 
that among the most important 
of his son’s motives in making 
the gift to the library would 
have been the tax concession 
which he would thereby have 
sained. Since be was now dead 
that was no longer an applic¬ 
able Factor. 

Lawyers for . the library 
n-gued that the motive was-not 
financial. They produced wit¬ 
nesses who said that Auden 
lisapproved strongly of setting 
he private papers of literary 


'5»wres and "that KaUman had 
snared has view. 

The most important sudb wit- 
®eas was Professor Edward 
Meodelson of Columbia Univer¬ 
sity, Auden’s literary executor, 
who was the link man! between 
- KaUman and -the library for 
r the deposit of. die papers. On 
the witness stand Dr Mendelson 
read out an Auden pooh pnb- 
' fished in 1972, decrying the age 
in which “rhe public will shell 
out more cash for notebooks 
and sketches that were never 
intended for them than for 
perfected works *. 

Mr Mifooick, -the surrogate, 
caught the-literary mood. Dur¬ 
ing a discussion on the lt)Dg- 
tercn value of Auden’s r oval ties, 
which were ■ incontestably be¬ 
queathed to- KaUman, he said : 

"Many centuries ago, some 
critic asserted: that the poet 
Wordsworth, whom I've for¬ 
gotten myself, would be re¬ 
membered long afrer Milton is 
forgotten, but not until Milton 
is forgotten," ' 

After this cryptic remark, Mr 
Robert Zicklin^ the lawyer 
representing . Dr .. KaUman, 
brought things to earth bv 
remarking.: “ The poetry busi¬ 
ness is unpredictable for in-. 
come." 

On the witness stand Dr Lola 
Szladits of die Public Library, 
Curator of; the Berg Collection, 
called the Auden papers one of' 
the most important collections 
she had ever seen. They include ‘ 
a 1929 . diary, some original 
manuscripts and typescripts of 

unpublished poems and SO 
photographs. They are not 
especially voluminous since they 
can be fitted into a suitcase. 

Mr Michael Yajes. a retired 
television desi&ier, of Gunter- 
stone. Road, London, W14, flew 
from England with his wife 
Margaret ro give evidence. They 
said, that they had heard Kali- 
man state his intention of 
giving rite papers to the library.. 

Some of the most important 


documents 'in the collection 
were in Auden’s house in Kirch- 
stetien, Austria. when he died. 
KaUman took them From there 
to London,. where they ..were 
stored with other of his papers 
at the offices of Faber and 
Faber, Auden’s publishers. 

Dr Mendelson had them re¬ 
moved from London to New 
York Public • Library where, 
because of the litigation, rbey 
are not at present available tn 
researchers.

Vietnam-has indicated-that it 
will still welcome the Malaysian 
Foreign Minister as arranged, 
but not as an Asean emissary.

.Vietnam’s rebuff is thought 
to. be the .result of Asean’s 
prominent role at the United 
Nations in organizing ' world¬ 
wide condemnation of Viet¬ 
nam's intervention ~ in 
Kampuchea. 

Asean diplomats believe 4he 
rebuff will strengthen doubt's— 
particularly in Malaysia, 
Indonesia and the Philippines 
-i-about their Kampuchean 
policies and continued recogni¬ 
tion of the ousted Pol Pot.

The court first announced 
uilty verdicts againsr the seven 
efendants and rEen' immedi¬ 


ately sentenced them to death.

Kim Kac . Won, Mr Park’s 
secretary-general, who was 
seated at. the same dinner table 
when the Korean leader was 
shot dead was among those sen¬ 
tenced to death- The other con¬ 
victed. men were all former 
agents of the Korean CIA. 

Colonel Park Heung Jon, the 
KCIA director’s aide and oho

The defendants sal while the 
verdicts were read, but stood 
when the presidios _ officer. 
Lieutenant General Kim Yung 
Sun, announced the 1 death 
sentences.

emotion. • 

Afterwards relative* of the 


men rushed forward, shouting 
at them to take care of them¬ 
selves, but were stopped by 
military' police.

The sentences were handed 
down rhe day before the 
inauguration of President Choi 
Kyu Hah as Mr Park’s succes¬ 
sor.

“It is well known that the 
Princess was distressed by the 
publidtv and events that sur¬ 
rounded her home in Beverley 
Hills last year. For rhnt reason 
she bas been seeking a less 
expensive home where' she and 
her family could live in 
seclusion.”

Soviet Baptists urged to 


oppose Nato weapons plan

Moscow, Dec 20 

Soviet Baptists today ended a 
three-day congress in Moscow* 
at which they heard strong 
appeals for a halt in Nato’s 
plans to deploy nuclear missiles 
in Europe arid an optimistic 
report on the state of Baprisi 
communities in the Soviet 
Union. 

The meeting in the central 
Baptist prayer house in Moscow 
was the forty-second joint con¬ 
gress of the Union of Evangeli¬ 
cal Christians, a predominantly 
Baptist body but which also 
includes Mcnnonites and repre¬ 
sentatives from Methodist and 
Pentecostal churches. 

It was attended by 325 dele¬ 
gates and baptists from over¬ 
seas. The visitors included the 
Rev Dr David Russel, general 
secretary of tbe Baptist Union 
of Great Britain and Ireland, 
the Rev Robert Dennis, general 
secretary of the World Baptist 
Union, the Rev Gerhard Klass 
of the European Baptist Federa¬ 


tion and representatives from 
the United States and Eastern 
Europe. 

A strong call was made on 
the opening day for Soviet Bap¬ 
tists to oppose the moderniza¬ 
tion of N a id’s theatre nuclear 
forces. Metropolitan Juvenali, 
representing the Russian Ortho¬ 
dox Church, said Christians 
supported peace and disarma¬ 
ment and appealed to European 
leaders to adapt a constructive 
approach to Detente in Europe. 

Baptists are among the most 
vigorous of the religious groups 
in the Soviet Union and have 
grown rapidly in numbers in 
parallel with religious tolera¬ 
tion in recent years. 

There are now about 500,000, 
with nearly half the member¬ 
ship in the Ukraine. There are 
also communities in Russia, 
Byelorussia and the Baltic 
republics, especially Estonia. 
There are plans tn open the 
first full-time residential semi¬ 
nary in Moscow soon, for the 
training of pastors. 


Missiles plaii ‘could upset troop talks ’ 


Vienna, Dec 20,-rThe Soviet 
block today arid the Nato deci¬ 
sion to build medium-range 
missiles for. deployment ..in- 
Western Europe would compli¬ 
cate and undermine East-West 
negotiations on troops cuts. 

While Communist govern¬ 
ments have strongly attacked 
last week’s Nato derision, it whs 
the first warning that the nego¬ 
tiations in Vienna, wlpch have 
been going on for six years, 
could be affected. .' 

‘If Nato maintains this posi¬ 
tion, the chance . of- reaching 
agreements of benefit to all 
people will be gambled way.” 
Herr Andre Wieland, the East 
German chief delegate, told a 
news conference as the talks 
adjourned for- six weeks. 

Delegates front the Warsaw 
Pact did not reject new N?to 
proposals put forward at the 
talks, but sharply criticized 
them. They'promised, however, 
that the West’s call for symbolic 
United States-Soviei troop cuts 
as a first step would be care¬ 


fully studied. 

Herr Wieland hinted that the 
seven nations of the Warsaw 
Pact would examine Nato’s 
reduction plan in the light of 
the Western alliance's decision 
to install 572 Pershing .rad 
cruise missiles in West Ger¬ 
many and elsewhere, g : ving rhs 
West the capability of hitring 
tbe Soviet Union with European 
based missiles for the first 
time. 

“In examining the proposals, 
the socialist states will, of 
course, have to take into con¬ 
sideration the effects nf Nato's 
armament derisions,” Herr V>’in¬ 
land said. 

The Nato nations at the talks 
said their plan for the with¬ 
drawal of about 13,000 United 
States and 30.000 Soviet troops 
from central Europe provided a 
basis for an 44 early positive 
outcome” in the negotiations. 

Herr- .Wieland said Natn’s 
derision to enlarge its missile 
force violated nbiectives agreed 
upon here in 1973. 


“The decision is^ a direct 
complication for tfie Vienna 
negotiations. The agreed sub¬ 
ject of the negotiations will be 
undermined”, he said. 

On Natn’s new plan, he said: 
" After a first preliminary 
analysis, we are compelled ro 
Mate that the Western partici¬ 
pants have not made con¬ 
cessions to socialist states in 
am- issue”. 

Herr Wieland said one War¬ 
saw pact demand was that the 
forces of nine nations in 
central Europe should be 
frozen after United States- 
Soviet troop cuts, until a 
general agreement was 
reached. 

He also caled for armaments 
tn be reduced ns well as troops. 
Nato has excluded armaments 
from its new* plan. 

Nato sm—ces played down 
the reaction nf the Warsaw 
Pact. They said rhe attack was 
tactical rather than a substan¬ 
tive evaluation.—Reuier. 


Indonesia frees 


last prisoners 
held without trial 


Jakarta, Dec 20. — Indonesia 
today released the last nrisaners 
held without trial since the 
abortive communist-backed coup 
in 1965. The 105 political 
detainees, including Pramudya 
Anaota Tur, the novelist, were 
set free in tbe central Java 
capita] of Semaraug. . 

More than 500.000 people 
were arrested in the aftermath 
and abort 480,000 others are 
officially believed to have died 
In massacres .which took place 
in rhe confusion surrounding 
the attempted coup. 

Most of the detainees, who 
were neither put on trial nor 
charged with any crimes, were 
freed fairly quickly, about 
35,000 over the past five years.

Albania draws inspiration 
from Stalin centenary

Albania is drawing inspira¬ 
tion from the centenary of 
Stalin’s birth ro demonstrate 
its unswerving loyaltv to his 
ideas and to question the 
Marxist credentials of ail com¬ 
munist parries which have 
digressed from them. _ in 
particular the Soviet Union, 
where the centenary is muted 
and not officially marked. 

In Albania, Stalin was never 
denounced or renounced. The 
country is the only communist 
state where the Stalin cult was 
never dismantled and where 
Stalin remains infallible to this 
day. 

While communist parries the 
world over are living down their 
Stanlimst past, Albania proudly 
identifies itself with Stalinism 
and attacks all communist 
countries for betraying the true 
revolutionary path. 

The centenary in Albania is 
a state occasion and to com¬ 
memorate it the country’s 
leader, Mr Enver Hoxha. has 
just published another volume 
with a glowing account of his 
meeting with Stalin. Dedicated 
to his memory and called : 
“ With Stalin ” it describes five 


meetings between 1947 and 
1952, the last time he saw the 
Russian leader. On the occa¬ 
sion according tn Mr Hoxha. 
Stalin said: “ If you have a 
strong party, a strong economy 
and Army don’t fear anybody." 

Contrary to rhe prevailing 
opinion Mr Hoxha speaks of 
Stalin as a modest and con¬ 
siderate man, kind to the 
people. “ not a despot that the 
traitors are now making him ro 
he”, but a man of principle 
who waged a struggle against 
enemies and deviarionists of. all 
colours, who fought against 
“ secret and open enemies to 
his very death ". 

Mr Hoxba said Stalin was a 
“ giant ” and a great revolution¬ 
ary. If indeed he made some 
mistakes, which is what he is 
being accused nf by the op¬ 
portunists, they were only 
“minor ones’*. 

The Albanians are taking the 
opportunity of the centenary 
to point once again to the dan¬ 
ger Threatening the communists 
if rhev straved from Stalin's 
path, " The Albanian party had 
benefited from Stalin’s teach¬ 
ings. had followed him faith¬ 
fully and therefore, unlike the 
others, did not gn wrong."

The six dissidents, members 
of the Committee for Persons 
Intusrly Charged (Vons), an 
offshoot nf Charter 77, include 
Petr Uhl. sentenced to five 
years in prison; Vaclav Havel, 
four years: Vac lac Benda, four 
years; Jin’ Dienstbier. three 
years; Orta Bednarova, three 
yetrs, and Dana Nemcova who 
received a suspended two-year 
sentence. 

The six were charged w-ith 
trying ro bring disrepute to 
Czechoslovakia abroad. 

Mr Tomrn signed the Charter

Delhi. Dec 20.—The Delhi 
High Court today cleared Airs 
Indira Gandhi, the former prime 
mini>ter of refusing to give 
evidence before the Govern¬ 
ment-appointed commission in¬ 
vestigating alleged offences 
committed during her 21-month 
emergency rule. 

In his judgment, the judge 
said that although Mrs Gandhi 
had refused to make a statement 
before the commission, she had 
not been directed tn take rhe 
oath, and therefore could n*» 
be held guilty of refusing to 
give evidence. 

Mrs Gandhi, who Is cam¬ 
paigning for next month’s 
general elections in Punjab, 
still faces two other charges, 
each carrying a maximum jail 
sentence of seven years. These 
relate to the illegal arrest nf 
two people during the emer¬ 
gency and conspiring to obtain 
vehicles without payment tor 
use in the 1977 general elec¬ 
tion.— Reuter. 


Court moves against press 
censorship in Lahore case

Islamabad, Dec 20 

The Lahune High Court 
want an assurance that pro¬ 
ceedings hi-ojyhT hy a political 
party leader will not he sub¬ 
jected to the general press 
censorship jn Pakistan. 

Air Marshal Asgltar Khan 
has filed a petition against the 
dissolution of his political 
party and rhs cancellation of 
the November parliamentary 
elections by the murtiai law 
regime. 

The court has asked the 
Advocate General of Punjab 
for the assurance against cen¬ 
sorship. 

Most of the country’s news¬ 
papers were unable to give a 
full account of the court pro¬ 
ceedings in Air Marshal Asghar 
Khan’s case earlier this week. 
They were heavily censored. 

Mr Mahmud All Kasuri, chief 


counsel for the h-ader nf the 
defunct Tehrike Istiqlal, yes¬ 
terday showed tbe court several 
newspapers with the accounr 
of the case wholly or portly 
censored, and requested that 
contempt of court proceedings 
should he started against the 
authorities^ ct ncerned. 

Mr Justice Mushtaq Husain, 
the Chief Justice, v.hn heads 
the ihree-memher bench, direc¬ 
ted the Advocate General to 
obtain assurance from tbe Pun¬ 
jab government that the court 
proceediups would not he cen¬ 
sured and ordered that pre- 
censorship t-f court news 
should stop forthwith. 

The Air Marshal's petition, 
which also questions the validly 
of continuing martial law in 
view of the Supreme Court 
judgment in Begum Bhutto's 
constitutional petition, will now 
be heard on Saturday.

The 
target figure is generally in 
the high 90s and the nearest 
the Cubans have come io win¬ 
ning is with 95—four short of 
what they needed. 

Cuba, with ihe support nf 
the Soviet Union Mock and 
most of the developing 
countries, has led consistently 
since voting began early latt 
month. But the Colombian;-, 
vigourously backed by the 
United States, have worked 
hard to sustain their just ade¬ 
quate body of supporters. 

The previous record number 
of ballots was 52 in another 
left-right clash in 1959, when 
Poland and Turkey were the 
j contenders. On that nccasion 
rhey agreed to split rhe two- 
year term, with Poland serving 
rhe first year and Turkey the 
second. 

Colombia suggested a similar 
compromise after the first 6n 
ballots or so, but the Cubans 
rejected it. confident of the 
ultimate victory. It is possible, 
however, that Mr Salim Salim, 
of Tanzania the President of 
the General Assembly will 
seek tn revive the proposal if 
the voting on December 26 
proves inconclusive.

The Government is to provide 
more money for British Leyland'i; 
1980 corporate plan. Sir Keith 
Joseph, Secretary of State for In¬ 
dustry, announced In a statement. 
The situation at BL was not 
encouraging, be said, and he added 
that In a letter the chairman had 
said that if there were disruptions 
through strikes or for other rea¬ 
sons the board of BL would aban¬ 
don tile plan. 

Sir Keith Joseph said: In reviewing 
this plan the Government has 
borne very much in mind Its res¬ 
ponsibilities to the taxpayer as well 
as to all those concerned with the 
future or BL. I am bound to say 
that the situation is not encourag¬ 
ing: the company continues to be 
in a poor financial state and faces 
strong competitive pressures In the 
19S0s. Only with very substantial 
improvements in BL’s all ronnd 
performance will the company sur¬ 
vive; success cannot by any means 
be guaranteed. 

Details of BL’s recent perfor¬ 
mance and of the plan arc con¬ 
tained in a report by the staff of 
the National Enterprise Board. 

The plan offers, in the BL 
Board's view, the only feasible 
strategy which could give BL rhe 
chance of being viable. The chair¬ 
man has written to assure toe that 
If the Government decides to sup¬ 
port the plan, the board and 
management will pursue it with the 
utmost vigour. In the same letter 
however the chairman states that if 
there is a significant shortfall in 
cish flow whether due to nut ior 
disruptions through internal or 
rsterna! strikes, or to delays in any 
of their programmes for invest¬ 
ment and launch of new products, 
restructuring and redundancies or 
for improving productivity and 
working practices, or to any other 
cause Internal or external, the 
board will abandon the plan. 

The plan envisages a require¬ 
ment for £297m of public funds in 
L°S0, with a further £13 3m bev.een 
!1S1 and 1983. These two sums 
together represent the £223m 
balance of the original Ryder 
El.DO Dm plus E205m to meet the 
cost of redundancies and closures 
wider the managemeufs restruc¬ 
turing programme. 

The company seek approval at 
this stage for only their 1980 
reuuiremems. 

In the light of the chairman's 
letter the Government has decided 
to fund the plan up to the k r.d of 
1980-81 by the provision of E’jOm 
in equity form, with an additional 
facility on which BL would be 
entitled to draw on evidence of 
heed up fo a maximum of a fur¬ 
ther EljOm. in addition, we 
accept the BL Board's request For 
conversion to equity of the El50m 
loans provided in 1977. The Gov¬ 
ernment will also be looking to 
BL to contribute to funding needs 
from its internal resources, in¬ 
cluding the disposal of assets 
where ibis makes commercial 
sense.

The Government's Social Security 
Bill was not one of tlie usual tidy¬ 
ing up measures and in some re¬ 
spects it was controversial, Mjr 
Patrick Jctdtiu, Secretary or Blare 
for Social Services (Redbridge. 
IVanstead and Woodford, Cl. said 
when moving the second reading of 
the Bill. 

Its objectives were to enact the 
Government's firm commitment to 
protect pensions and other long¬ 
term benefits against rising prices, 
reform the supplementary benefits 
scheme, establish a new social 
security advisory committee, abo¬ 
lish tbe separate Supplementary 
Benefits Commissions in Grcai 
Britain and Northern Ireland and 
the naticmal insurance advisory 
committee, and to extend equal 
terms for men and women in social 
security. 

Basic retirement pensions and 
other long term benefits bad at 
present to be increased at least in 
line with the moiement of earnings 
or prices, whichever was the grtmr- 
er. The ihain reason tor amending 
tbe Jew was that experience had 
shown that promise had not. and 
probably never could be. marched 
by performance. 

The Government's commitment 
was clear. The Bill contained a 
guarantee for pensioners against 
rising prices. Tbe Government had 
repeatedly committed itself to 
ensuring that pensioners shared in 
rising prosperity. Ministers would 


decide each year in the llteu of the 
economy and ocher . spending 
priorities how to honour this 
pledge. The Conservatives’ record 
when last in government showed 
that without a»v statutory require¬ 
ment pennons increased by sub¬ 
stantially more than prices. This 
was a more realistic, more honest, 
and above all more - sustainable 
prospectus. 

The uprating date crept forward 
each year. This was never Intended 
and the BfO gave rather more flexi¬ 
bility to fixing the date at which 
increases would take effect. 

The keynote of the reform of tbe 
supplementary benefits scheme was 
simplification. This would take two 
forms—first tiie establishment ol a 
new legal and administrative 
framework. The rules of the 
scheme would be dearer and the 
emphasis shifted from discretion- 
ary payments to pay inerts made 
under dear rules of entitlement. 
Second was the simplification of 
the structure of the benefits them¬ 
selves. 

The principles by which discre¬ 
tion was exercised bad often been 
obscure and da infants rarely kucw 
what they ought to get. Officials 
operatic;; the scheme had tn refer 
to a huge mass of complicated 
guidance which many of them did 
not understand. 

An important consequence of the 
new- legal structure was that poli¬ 
cies would be set out clearly m a 


guide which would be more easily 
understood and which would be 
Issued on the authority of the 
Secretary of Stare. . . 

It was Intended that claimants 
should In future be given a written 
notice setting out tbe basis of their 

entitlement. 

The most important -single 
change in the simplification of 
benefits was the proposal to align 
the supplementary benefit scale 
rates with their national insurance 
counterparts. A major simplifi¬ 
cation so itself., this also orfaided 
money to improve the scheme else¬ 
where. 

The Bill would dcFcr ■ school 
leavers' entitlement .to supplemen¬ 
tary benefit until a fixed date - 
around rhe beqlnninq of toe next 
school term, The main purpose of 
this change Vas to redeolav DHSS - 
staff tn more useful work. 

The reform of the supplementary 
benefit system bad tu be under¬ 
taken now if St was not to collapse. 
The state »r the economy ■lid nut 
allow the Government to pur la the 
extra resorccx which would mead 
mat on single beneficiary t\w,ld 
lose. It had tried to ensure that . 
such losses as there, were were - 
Individually small, they would he 
absorbed in the up ratings next 
November and no beneficiary was 
expected actually to end up nrider * 
the Bill with texs Qua he had iti.w. - 
The BiD was a first stage »f the 
reform.

Breaking Away is certainly the 
most likeable film of 1979— 
and rhi< is the end of the year 
when that is no hollow compli¬ 
ment. It is set in a very real 
place; Bloomington, . Indiana, 
which boasts a university 
whose campus is a different 
world from that of the towns¬ 
folk, known to the students as 
“ butters” on account of the 
traditional local SLone industry. 

Young Dave is a nice, 
friendly, loose -1 imbed youth, as 
ordinary as the next except 
that he has a bad case of ltalo- 
phiLra, born out of his hero- 
worship of Italian cycle racers. 
He listens to Italian opera, eats 
Italian food, wears Italian 
clothes and cologne, shaves his

Looked at closely, it is an 
amalgam of all the most pro¬ 
saic and conservative morals: 
East, West, home’s best; liap- 
piness is on your own door¬ 
step ; if at first you don’t suc¬ 
ceed ; if you can keep your 
head when all the rest . . . ; 
nothing succeeds like success. 
The film triumphs over its 
own bland half-truisms. Steven 
Tesich's script is funny, with¬ 
out making the people seem 
too smart to be real, and 
vigorously characterizes the 
four boys. “The trick”, John 
Huston once explained, “is in 
the casting’ 1 . Peter Yates has 
cast unfamiliar people, but 
wonderful actors: Dennis 

Christopher as the sweetly daft 
Dave; Dennis Quaid, Daniel 
Stern and Jackie Earle Haley 
as bis friends; Barbara Barrie 
as his vague, accepting mother 
and Paul Dooley as the explosi¬ 
vely suffering father. 

Yates (British-born) lias 
built his reputation on films 
like Robberp and BuliiU. The 
gift for action (perhaps it 
came from his years in motor 
raring) is well demonstrated in 
the climactic cycling concesi, 
the most exciting race I can 
recall in any film. At the same 
time he reveals a new and 
very likeable taleut for the 
small town story and humanly 
comic characters. 

If you come to Luna in 
expectation of high art or pro¬ 
found human revelation (uot 
unreasonable expectations after 


all from Bernardo Bertolucci) 
you may be as disappointed as 
were bis American critics or as 
augry as the Italians. If how¬ 
ever* you accept it as a senti¬ 
mental melodrama, shallow but 
bright-surfaced, it can be per¬ 
fectly enjoyable- 

ii is a simple story, and all 
summarized in the prologue, 
set in a house by die beach. A 
baby is crying; the mother 
gives it honey on her fingers 
till it starts" to choke. The 
baby, entar.gled in a symbolic 
umbilical cord of knitting 
wool, cries for her attention; 
but the mother is too busy, 
dancing with a man who 
remain only an enigmatic sil¬ 
houette. Fourteen years later, 
the mother is a great operatic 
diva, capricious and self- 
centred, still confusing her son 
by alternately ignoring and 
absurdly indulging him. Tbe 
boy takes drugs, partly in 
revenge, partly for consolation. 

The quarrels and reconcilia¬ 
tions of mother and son reach 
polar extremes of violence and 
masturbator)- incest. Each of 
them is two-faced like the 
moon: the mother, having per¬ 
ceived the other face of the 
boy, reveals her own secret, the 
identity of the man in the pro¬ 
logue and the history of a love 
affair frustrated by another 
Oedipal crap. 

So much for the anecdote; 
and if it does not go deep ar 
an obsessive presence in 
Jeasr it pitches high. Verdi is 
several of Bertolucci's films, 
dominating both The Spider's 
Stratagem and 1900. Tbe 
mother's music is all Verdi 
and her vision of life a Verdi 
melodrama, as she reveals

Bertolucci shot much of it in 
his birthplace, Parma, and ike 
Emili a n countryside, which 
Vittorio Storaro’s camera turns 
into an arena for melodrama. 
The demanding duet is played 
by Jill Clayburgh—more than 
brave in a Vole that seems tn 
demand a more obviously 
Latin temperament—and 

Matthew Barry, whose intui¬ 
tive, non-histrionic intensity 
gives the film a necessary firm 
centre.

Premiere on BBC 2 is a show¬ 
case for directors making their 
debuts on television.

Without wasteful indulgence 
in biograpby it sets their lives

The Australian team for their 
next two Test matches, against 
West Indies in Melbourne and 
England in Sydney, are a reflection 
on the jumbled scene.

Challengers to Liverpool 
face uncomfortable gap

If there is to be a worthwhile 
championship challenge from Lon¬ 
don, then important Christmas and 
New Year programmes must be 
well used. This can be the turn¬ 
ing point in both senses. 

Arsenal and Crystal Palace start 
with home matches ibis evening 
and would sot be too upset If 
Liverpool and Manchester United 
had to share points at Anfield on 
Boxing Day. The gap between the 
northern leaders and the London 
pair is five points, not irretriev¬ 
able but an uncomfortable bridge 
to cross at this halfway stage of 
the season. 

The challenge from the Mid¬ 
lands has been given a stronger 
voice by the recent performances 
of Aston Villa, whose convincing 
3—0 defeat of Coventry City on 
Wednesday raised them above 
Wolverhampton Wanderers and 
Norwich City. But there are so 
many clubs clustered in the middie 
section of the table that a rew 
errors over the next few days 
could cause considerable alteration. 

Liverpool’s form has not given 
much encouragement to their 
rivals, even including Manchester 
United whose mistakes are rare, 
especially at home where they are 
unbeaten. Today, however, the 
leading two rest, rejoining the con¬ 
test tomorrow.

New York, Dec 20.—Boxing in 
Xew York State, suspended since 
December 13. after the death of 
Willie Classen, will resume next 
month with a number of proposed 
reforms likely to be in operation.

Book review 


A travelogue 
that stays 
on the rails

If a visiting American, or 
Frenchman, or Martian wanted lo 
understand the fascination nf 
cricket it might be best to avoid 
any confusing preoccupation with 
the rules and lead him, her or 
it straight to the personalities of 
(he game. There could be do 
better starting point than Alan 
Gibson's new book. The Cricket 
Captains of England (Cassell, 
£7.95). 

This is a delightful stroll 
through the history of the England 
captaincy, beginning In the reign 
of Good Queen Bess and a 
” cricketing ” expedition to the 
Arctic Circle in 1586—who now 
dare say that cricket writers lead 
an idyllic life, jetting off to sunny 
climes when the rest of us arc up 
to our larynxes in an English 
winter ? 

Gibson traces the development 
nf cricket in tbe nineteenth 
century with tours to the United 
States. Canada and Australasia. 
He illumines the lives of the great 
Victorians—tbe Grace brothers. 
Loiri Hawke and Co. He muses 
over four eminent Edwardians: 
Mac La ran. Warner, Jackson and 
Fry. There are the heroes and 
viIlians between the wars: we 
still have not made up our minds 
about Jardlne, the dour Wyke 
bamisi who won rhe Ashes but 
lost sympathy pver bodyMne 
bowling. i ' 

After the Second World War the 
first professional captain and. in 
the author's view perhaps the best 
of all. Len Hutton, comes on the 
scene. Then the stage is reclaimed 
by Oxbridge men with the amateur 
look. Mav. Cowdrey, Smith and 
Dexter. So we come to the final 
act in which the tough and 
successful Yorkshircmen. Illing¬ 
worth and Close, are a prolnure 
to decline, fall and purgatorv 
under Denness and Greig.

To be serious, Gibson 
is well respected and well read 
m the cricket scene—and that 
nformatioo Ls on the authority of 
our Cricket Correspondent.

.Pan] Simon, Democrat, is the 
United States Representative 
for the. twenty-fourth Congres¬ 
sional district of Illinois. 

He is 51 and an agreeable, 
quiet, rather studious-looking 
man. A journalist and author, 
bis minor passions include 
Peipsi Cola and bow ties. His 
district is the southern part of 
the state' which consists of 
small towns, farms and coal 
mines, with no big urban 
a^eas. It is tbe largest Congres¬ 
sional constituency in Illinois 
(about 9,600 square miles) and 
one of the poorest. 

■- JMr Simon is fairly new to 
Congress. He was firsr elected 
in 1974. Before then, however, 
he-was in state politics for 20 
years, - including a stint as 
Lieutenant-Governor from 1969 
until 1973. Jo 1972, he was nar¬ 
rowly defeated in the Demo¬ 
cratic primary for governor of 
Illinois. That defeat he thinks 
of as "the best thing that ever 
happened to me 

“ I really enjoy the House ”, 
he says. “ I enjoy being on tbe 
cutting edge of the ultimate 
questions—war and peace, nu¬ 
clear weapons, world hanger— 
rather than of the peripheral 
questions.^ 

He disagrees with tbe pop¬ 
ular view that congressmen 
earn too much. “A big prob¬ 
lem is keeping people of 
quality in Coagress. Last time 
we had 50 voluntary retire¬ 
ments. Many of chose are now 
earning three or four rimes 
what they got in Congress.” 

He says that explicit political 
trading, part of tbe public 
mythology, is rare. Tbe idea of 
congressmen saying: ‘‘I'll vote 
for your bad Bill if you'll vote 
for mme” is, he chinks, “less 
common than tbe public might 
imagine ", although “ swapping 
of amendments ” on legislation 
does occur. 

Mr Simon’s enthusiasm for 
the House chough, is not total. 
He thinks that perhaps a 
quarter of the members could 
be changed for the better. 
“They’re like the first 110 you 
could find on the street.’’ 

Reforms are needed. He 
would like to see tbe House 
leadership with more disciplin¬ 
ary power. Also, he thought 
serving on two committees was 
too much. “ By the time you 
add subcommittees the work 
cannot be done efficiently." 

One of his more passionate 
complaints is against 
“ polling “—the tendency for 
members constantly to take the 
pulse of their constituents on 
issues, rather than make up 
their own minds. “There is an 
excessive response to public 
opinion." 

Mr Simon believes that 
people want leadership, not 
“polling". He is convinced 
that there is respect for con¬ 
gressmen who stand up and 
support issues that are known 
to be unpopular. Yet, he says, 
you get congressmen who trim 
on an issue because they have 
had 10 adverse letters on the 
subject-

Representative Paul Simon : tackles unpopular issues 


Mr Simon is lucky that he 
docs not hare to worry about 
risking 10 votes. His past two 
elections have given him large 
majorities. 

Terry Michael, his press 
secretary-, sees it like this: 
" We win rwo-to-one. I judge a 
statesman as a man who is 
willing to spend some of rhat 
capital on unpopular causes. I 
am willing to give a man who 
wins 51 to 49 the benefit of 
the doubt over the issues he 
espouses." 

Mr Simon docs tackle unpo¬ 
pular issues. “1 dn a lor of 
things that arc moderately un¬ 
popular. but when doing things 
that are very' unpopular you 
have to target.”-You cannot, he 
thinks, “go to the well” too 
often. 

He often expresses his views 
on national and international 
issues in a weekly column. 
“ P.S. Washington ” which he 
writes for syndication to a 
number of Illinois newspapers. 
“ 1 wrote a column last year— 
that I didn’t have to—saying 
that the Panama Canal Treaty 
was a good thing. I got letters 
that were sixty to one against 
my attitude.” 

One issue that he frankly 
admits to ducking is gun con¬ 
trol. There certainly seems to 
be a depth of affection for 
firearms in southern Illinois 
that might have seemed exces¬ 
sive to Al Capone. A poll a 
year or two ago showed 96 per 


cent of the local people against 
the licensing of hand guns. 

Mr Simon, who says he i« 
.still listed as an “enemy” of 
the National Rifle Association, 
understands but docs not share 
his constituents’ attitude. His 
“out”, as he calls it, is rhat he 
will support gun control in 
cities but not force it on the 
countryside. “It is”, he says 
“ the only way rural senators 
and representatives will ever 
vote for gun legislation-’’ 

A subject on which the 
voters and the congressman 
can readily agree is his opposi¬ 
tion to inflationary policies 
and his macks on government 
waste and “useless" federal 
agencies. 

As a member of the House 
Budget Committee, be is well 
placed to give his constituents 
many examples, some antusing, 
some horrifying, of Washing¬ 
ton wasre and of his efforts to 
reduce it. 

Those in Congress who cal¬ 
culate odds say that there is a 
fifty-fifty chance that Mr 
Simon will become chairman 
of tbe budget committee after 
next year's election. 

Mr Simon agrees that the 
post is important. ’* This is the 
gut position ”, he said. “ Jl is 
where the real decisions are 
made. As chairman you really 
have a chance to achieve some¬ 
thing.” .Also, it “gives one in¬ 
fluence outside the budget". 
On foreign affairs, for exam¬ 


ple. the Administration cannot 
turn down tbe views of the 
chairman “ without thinking 
twice ”. 

(When J asked him would 
he noL want to try for th* 
Senate, he said Chat to give up 
his work on the House Budget 
Committee to be a freshman 
senator “ would be swapping 
horses for rabbits 

Mr Simon is in the district 
about every other _ weekend- 
more frequently in election 
years. His personal contacts 
with constituents tend to be 
through private meetings with 
individuals or small groups 
rather than at public gather¬ 
ings. He will tour the district 
holding “ open office hours ”, 
when people with problems 
can come to talk to him- 
Since 1975 he has held about 
200 open office hours through¬ 
out southern Illinois. 

“Access is important”, says 
Ray Buss, head of tne 
Congressman's district staff. 
“ It might take a couple of 
weeks, they might have to wait 
in line for a couple of hours, 
but tbey’ll see him.” 

Arrangements in the district 
are left entirely io Mr Buss 
and tbe Congressman may 
have no idea what his pro¬ 
gramme is when he gets off 
his aircraft. 

When I was there in mid- 
October, it was an “ event 
weekend ”. This meant thar Mr 
Simon spent the Saturday at a 
succession of meetings : from 
breakfast with a local chamber 
of commerce to a pork and 
beans supper at a small-town 
Democratic fund raising. There 
was no rest, unless the 200 
miles or so of driving between 
events can be couutcd as rcsL 
“ He is easy to organize ”, says 
Mr Buss. “"For every event we 
accept we turn down perhaps 
10 .” 

The evening was spent in 
discussion with local politi¬ 
cians. A 14-hour day for the 
Congressman nf handshaking, 
speeches and answering ques¬ 
tions. He was still fresh at the 
end. 

Ir would be wrong to imply 
that Mr Simon and Represent¬ 
ative Pete McCloskey, the sub¬ 
ject of an earlier article, are 
typical congressmen. There is 
rio such animal. They do 
typify, perhaps, those represen¬ 


tatives who are unwilliug to be 
simply the puppets of their 
constituencies. 

Certainly members of the 
House are elected as local 
representatives. What the best 
of them—all too few—are trying 
to do. though, is to combine this 
with a broader outlook: to look 
after their constituents' in¬ 
terests without having to com¬ 
promise their own views on 
wider issues. 

It is a delicate balance. And 
every two years the voters get 
the chance to let them know 
whether or not they have 
“ gone to the well ” too often.

Small groups of Islamic militants find weaknesses of Zia regime 

Mob violence a dilemma for Pakistan 
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The American Embassy in 
Islamabad, as staid a place as 
any Surrey suburb, went up in 
flames last month. The British 
Council’s library in the adjacent 
garrison town, Rawalpindi, was 
also gutted by students of the 
Islamabad Quaid-I-Azam Uni¬ 
versity, helped by Iranians and 
Palestinians and a mob, worked 
up to religious frenjy bv the 
news of the seizure of the 
Grand Mosque in Mecca. 

For several hours the military 
regime of General Zia lost rhe 
initiative and failed to maintain 
order. 

Tbe prestige of President Zia 
and tbe Pakistan Army un¬ 
doubtedly suffered a serious 
blow. Moreover, there were 
longer-term implications for tbe 
already unpopular two-aod-a- 
balf-year-old regime. 


Its opponents have now seen 
what damage can be inflicted 
on the regime by street violence 
organized by small, higbly moti¬ 
vated groups. Last month’s 
violence laid bare striking limi¬ 
tations af the Army’s power. 

At first it seemed that the 
military regime had connived at 
the demonstrations in an effort 
to deflect domestic resetitmenc 
on to the Americans. But it has 
since become clear that incom¬ 
petence also played a consider¬ 
able role. In Islamabad, for in¬ 
stance, the woefuj state of the 
Army’s communications equip¬ 
ment was obvious. 

President Zia, however, is not 
anti-American. He shares the 
conventional minded military 
desire for friendly relations 
with the United States, which 
is needed anyway to ensure im¬ 


ports of vital commodities like 
wheat and cooking oils. Unlike 
tbe Indians, he interceded with 
Ayatollah Khomeini to release 
the Tehran hostages. 

Among ordinary’ Pakistanis 
there are no signs of xeno¬ 
phobia : they continue to be 
personally friendly towards 
foreigners and helpful as usual. 

But the Iranian revolution 
poses a major challenge for 
Pakistan. Pakistan must main¬ 
tain good relations with Tehran. 
It realizes that any break up of 
that country by ethnic groups 
threatens Pakistan as well. 
Islamabad has to work to 
acquire credit in Tehran and 
the right-wing regime is 
basically in sympathy with the 
Ayatollah's Islamic revivalism. 

'That is why a regime with 
little popular standing can only 


proceed cautiously when events 
like the seizure of the Ka’aba 
in Mecca puts mass support 
behind tiny, militant groups. 
'■When people bear of their 
religion being attacked they 
don't listen to tbe Government 
or the police or anyone,” a 
Rawalpindi shopkeeper told me. 
He had watched the crowds 
pour on to the streets on Nov¬ 
ember 21 when special one-page 
editions of tbe newspapers and 
Pakistan radio finally gave the 
news. 

No one can be sure that if 
tlic regime were faced once 
again between protecting the 
diplomatic community and 
tolerating Islamic mob frenzy 
it would choose the farmer.

Eating standards take a tumble 
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When people in Britain looked 
for cheap meals 10 years ago. 
they often went to cafes. They 
sat on chairs, ate from plates, 
drank from cups and glasses, 
poured sauce from bottles and 
sprinkled salt from salt pots. 
When they had finished, every¬ 
thing that they had used was 
washed and dried to be used 
again. 

Today the cafe is a vanish¬ 
ing species. It is being over¬ 
taken by a new species of ear¬ 
ing house, where tbe custom¬ 
ers stand in Front of shelves, 
eat from cardboard boxes, 
drink everything from soup to 
fizzy drinks from plastic 
beakers and extract all sauces 
and condiments from tiny plas¬ 
tic sachets. Every container 
and utensil including the plas¬ 
tic knife and fork is thrown 
out afterwards. 

Such places are symptoms of 
one of the most conspicuous 
social trends of tbe past 
decade: It is the steady Ameri¬ 
canization of the British diet,.a 
point missed in Social Trends*, 
tbe recently published encyclo¬ 
paedia of the 1970s that was 
compiled from official statistics. 

Anyone who imagines that 
the appearance of pizza in res¬ 


taurants and in the frozen-food 
cabinets of supermarkets 
heralds a new interest in 
Italian cuisine is mistaken. It 
is popular because it provides 
strong flavour and colour with 
very little preparation once it 
has left tbe factory. 

Tbe Americanization of the 
British diet has, of course, 
been a long process. We have 
had baked beans for genera¬ 
tions, and fish fingers have 
been sold here for more than 
twenty years. But tbe process 
has accelerated in rhe 1970s, a 
period which has seen fried 
chicken and coleslaw making 
inroads into the fried fish trade, 
while the gammon and steak 
pie of railway restaurant cars 
has given way to “Express- 
burgers ” served with sweet 
pickle on plastic rectangles. 

Britons are being encouraged 
by marketing men to call chips 
“French fries” and to refer to 
pickle as “ relish ”. For a quick 
snack we can now resort to 
*' Americao-style savoury rice ” 
and instant noodles instead of 
the traditional cheese on toast. 

Such changes are not regis¬ 
tered in a survey derived from 
Government statistics. But 
Social Trends did pinpoint a 
related process. There has 
been a remorseless tendency in 
the 1970s for British families 
to spend a shrinking fraction 
of their income on food. It is 
a tendency which alarms food 
companies, because when liv¬ 
ing standards tall, people 
economize on food so that tliev 
can maintain spending on 
other things.. When spending 
power rises they still econo¬ 


mize on food so that chcy can 
spend more on other things. 

The past decade has been 
punctuated by periods in 
which wage increases have 
been pegged and in which liv¬ 
ing standards have been static 
or falling. Yet Brirain has 
ended rhe decade with a far 
greater variety o( consumer 
goods than it has ever pos¬ 
sessed before. It is true that a 
colour television set or a versa¬ 
tile camera costs less in real 
terms than it did at ihe end of 
1969, but many families expect 
to own a freezer, hi-fi equip¬ 
ment and a small black-and- 
white television as well. 

If they can own all that and 
yet suffer intermittent cuts in 
spending power, ihey have 
clearly cm their expenditure 
on something. Food has been 
the main sufferer, and profits 
the trade have been so 


reduced that many companies 
hare been absorbed by hardier 
survivors. The markets for 
sugar and bread are each 
shared largeh- by only two 
companies, while supplies of 
biscuits and frozen foods arc 
also dominated by a few large 
groups. 

The six largesr supermarket 
companies now hold about a 
third oF the grocery trade 
among them. Britain liai fewer 
farmers, farmworkers, fish¬ 
ermen, fond enmpanies and 
food shops than it had 10 
years ago. The <ht»p^ which 
remain ere aSn selling an in¬ 
creasing number nf items 
which arc not food because 
they carry higher profits. 


People in Britain want to 
spend less time than before on 
preparing food and even on 
eating it. A little-remarked but 
important social trend of the' 
past decade has been for the 
average time of the last full 
meal in British households to 
become steadily earlier. A 
growing proportion of families 
finishes eating well before 
seven o'clock in the evening so 
that it can turn to other 
things. 

Afternoon tea on any day 
but Sunday is almost extinct: 
The growing number of 
mothers who work has seen to 
that. 

Reluctance to spend time on 
food and the growing avaJlabi¬ 
lity of convenience foods from 
the freezer mean that new 
generations will not - need to 
know how ro prepare food. 
Cooking will become more of a 
bchby than a daily necessity. 
Anyone who can follow the in¬ 
struction to “boil in the bag” 
will be able to feed the house¬ 
hold of rhe furure.

No corpse yet, but apartheid

Mr Pieter Bofoa^ the Prime 
Minister, has received plaudits 
from two unusual quarters dur¬ 
ing the past week. First the

| only in his words but increas¬ 

ingly in his actions as well. 
For' he has shown he is not 
only prepared to sup with the 
devil, but also with the devil’s 
disciples. 

The business community 
proved relatively easy to woo. 
For years the captains of in¬ 
dustry have wanted to be loved 
hy the nationalist government 
hut invariably found their 
overtures were spurned by a 


ruling elite whose attitudes to 
big business were still rooted 
in the Afrikaners' post-Boer 
war mistrust of Anglo-Saxon/ 
Jewish economic imperialism. 

Yet suddenly die business¬ 
men were confronted by a 
prime minister who not only 
wanted their backing but was 
prepared ro speak out, as be 
did when he addressed 300 top 
businessmen in Johannesburg 
last month, in favour of free 
enterprise and a reduction of 
stale involvement in the 
economy. The response of the 
businessmen was almost uncri¬ 
tically favourable. Even Mr 
Harry Oppenh emaer, the big¬ 
gest businessman of rhem all' 
who is also the chief backer of 
the white opposition Progres¬ 
sive Federal Party (PFP), 
spoke of Mr Botha’s “imagina¬ 
tion and charm” adding that 
he saw more hope for South 
Africa now than he had for 
many years. 

The blacks have proved 
much more sceptical. They 
want to see Mr Botha's words 
matched by actions before they 
are prepared to let themselves 
be wooed. It is ail very well 
for Mr Botha’s Munster for 
Cooperation and Development, 
Dr Piet Koorobof, to dedare 
that “apartheid is dead". But 
as Bishop Desmond Tutu, the 
secretary-general of the South 
African Council of Churches, 
remarked, they “ want to see 
the corpse first”. 

Nevertheless some of Mr 
Botha’s actions, such as his 
visits to tribal “ homelands " 
and to Soweto, the changes in 
the laws on black trade unions 
and rbe progressive ending of 
statutory job reservation, have 
made an impact. The black 
newspaper The Post recently 
commented that Mr Botha 
“ may yet save South Africa's 
white nation from destroying 
itself through greed and the 
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Mr Botha—a total strategy ; and Bishop Tutu—where's the corpse ? 


desire to maintain privilege at 
the expense of our people’s 
dignityEven such a vocal 
opponent as Dr Ntatho Mot- 
la na, the Soweto black con¬ 
sciousness leads-, while reject¬ 
ing most of what Mr Botha has 
said and done as being “ cos¬ 
metic ”, nevertheless conceded 
that the prime minister had 
brought about a significant 
change in white attitudes. “ We 
must be thankful for small 
mercies ”, be said. 

Bur are the changes which 
have taken place or being 
talked about purely cosmetic ? 
Superficially the answer would 
appear to be yes. For most 


blacks the opening up of some 
restaurants to all races, and 
the progressive dismantling of 
racial barriers in sport or non¬ 
committal murmurings about 
amending the mixed marriages 
and immorality Acts are 
meaningless so long as their 
lives are governed by pass 
laws and the group areas Act. 
The removal of job reservation 
was, in fact, largely symbolic 
as it had already become obso¬ 
lete. * Employers and white 
unions have found more sfibtle 
ways of discriminating against 
black workers. Mr Botha's 
announced intention to give 
more territory to the “ home¬ 


lands” does not get over the 
fact that the whole "■home¬ 
land,” system, the basis -of 
apartheid, is anathema to 
South Africa’s black majority. 

But there have been some 
important changes. Perhaps the 
most striking is the general 
improvement in the political 
atmosphere of the country. 
First, Mr Botha has pulled the 
nation (and in particular his. 
own party) out of tb£ morass 
into which it had fallen with 
the department of information 
scandal. This is. important 
because for some months the ■ 
government had become vir¬ 
tually paralysed by the damage

Helsinki’s Final Act 


In his speech to the recent 
congress of the Social Demo¬ 
cratic Party in Berlin, Herr 
Helmut Schmidt, the West 
German Chancellor, spolce of 
the cultural and industrial com¬ 
munity of all Europe, east and 
west. He bracketed Oxford, 
Prague and the Sorbonne, 
Ctuny, Zagorsk and Bergen. 
Novgorod, Czestechowa, Aachen 
and Weimar, and the industrial 
centres of Lancashire, the Ruhr 
and the Donets basin. We have 
a common culture, he said, and 
a common fate. 

The same vision is incorpor¬ 
ated in the Helsinki Final Act, 
that lengthy and much disputed 
document signed by 35 states in 
’975. It was a diplomatic com¬ 
promise but potentially it is a 
charter-for European relations 
embodying the hope that the 
massive armed confrontation 
which now divides the continent 
can be very slowly overcame 
hy opening up contacts of ail 
sorts—economic, cultural, per¬ 
sonal, political and even mili¬ 
tary^—among the states of east 
id west. This is the context

of the muab publicized passages 
making tbe point that peace in 
Europe cannot be secured with¬ 
out respect for human rights. 

So far results have been 
modest, though distinctly 
visible- Among other problems, 
there are fears on both sides of 
Europe that too rapid granting 
of full rights in eastern Europe 
could destabilize the precarious 
order on which European peace 
has been based since the war. 
But the Final Act will have to 
be kept alive as a reference 
point and source of pressure for 
something like 20 years before 
its value can be properly 
judged. 

The .Act comes up for its 
second review next year. The 
meeting will be in Madrid, and 
:hc Governments concerned are 
alrcads' deep into preparatory 
consultations. The first review 
was in Belgrade in 1977-5. It 
was largely dominated by the 
confrontation between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union over human rights. Some 
west European governments, 
and more esperiaily the neu¬ 
trals and non-aligned, were dis¬ 
mayed. 

They had hoped for more 


concrete results, particularly in 
extending military confidence¬ 
building measures, but the 
.Americans argued that the 
whole point of a review meet¬ 
ing was to review implementa¬ 
tion aid this could not be done 
without frank criticism. Offi¬ 
cials of the State Department 
still claim that although it was 
not a happy meeting it was 
successful. 

These transatlantic differ¬ 
ences of approach still persist. 
They were aired at a recent 
conference of tbe Aspen Insti¬ 
tute in Berlin at ended by offi¬ 
cials, human rights experts and 
others from the United States, 
Canada and western Europe. 
For many Americans, as they 
frankly admit, the Final Act 
is stil] primarily a document 
which legitimizes international 
discussion of human rights. 

It was conveniently to hand 
when President Carter started 
work on the moral rehabilita¬ 
tion of the United States after 
Vietnam and Watergate. It was 
taken up by liberal human 
rights groups and gradually by 
right-wingers who abandoned 
thear _ wholly 1 erroneous view 
that tc legitimized the division 
of Europe and found instead 
that it was a useful stick with 
which to beat the Russians. 

It was hardly noticed by the 
arms control experts although it 
is explicitly concerned with 
security and contains provision 
for the notification of military 
manoeuvres as part of the wider 
moves towards greater mutual 
confidence and “ transparency ”. 
Nor were European concerns 
■widely understood. State De¬ 
partment experts with European 
experience were overshadowed 
by tbe presidential appointment 
nf Mr Arthur Goldberg as 
leader of the American delega¬ 
tion. 

For Europeans the Final Act 
is more a political than a legal 
document. As a West German 
remarked at the Aspen confer¬ 


ence, the review meeting is not 
a district court at which tbe 
Russians are on trial. Nobody 
could be more concerned with 
human rights than the West 
Germans but for them tbe main 
question is how to negotiate 
practical results, which means 
that the Russians have to get 
something out of the process as 
well. 

Another West German 
pointed out that the pursuit of 
principle led to the cold war. 
whereas the pragmatism of the 
German Ostpolitik brought real 
progress in expanding contacts 
and reducing tension. . 

The Atlantic Alliance is now 
trying to bridge these differ¬ 
ences. Americans at the Aspen 
conference certainly went home 
with a fuller understanding'of 
European views, so that with 
luck and further effort there 
could be more Atlantic harmony 
at Madrid than there was at 
Belgrade. But some differences 
of approach under a general 
arch of agreement may be 
healthy. 

As great a problem at the 
moment is bow to digest the 
French proposal for a European 
disarmament conference. This 
was first put forward by Presi¬ 
dent Giscard iFEstaing at die 
1978 United Session on disarma¬ 
ment. Addressed to the other 34 
signatories of the Final Act, it 
was an effort to bring France 
back into die arms control de¬ 
bate without abandoning objec¬ 
tions to the Vienna talks on 
troop reductions. 

It is imaginative and up to 
date in that it reflects widely 
shared disillusion with efforts 
to limit numbers of troops and 
weapons in relatively meaning¬ 
less areas and looks instead for 
broad confidence - building 
measures covering an area from 
the ^Atlantic jto the Urals. It is 
designed primarily to reduce 
the danger of surprise attack by 
conventional forces. 

The problem for Madrid is 
rhat the French proposal could 


take up so much time and atten¬ 
tion that human rights would be 
pushed to one side. Tins would 
please the Russians, for al¬ 
though they dislike the geo¬ 
graphical extent of the French 
plan they would love to spend 
Madrid talking about military 
security instead of human 
rights. Mr Brezhnev has already 
proposed extending confidence- 
building measures to include 
notification of major troop 
movements, and there are other 
Soviet proposals floating 
around. 

On the western side misgiv¬ 
ings still linger. The French 
want the Madrid meeting to set 
up an expert group with a man¬ 
date to discuss military security. 
They seem to envisage it taking 
decisions on its own, and some 
of their officials say they would 
be satisfied if this were the 
only expert group to emerge 
from Madrid. 

The Americans _ could not 
agree to human rights being 
overshadowed in this way. Nor 
could other west Europeans, 
who insist on the need for a 
balanced result reflecting the 
delicate balance of the Final 
Act itself. 

The foreign ministers of the 
Nine, meeting in Brussels on 
November 20, issued a cautious 
statement saying that they sup¬ 
port u an approach aimin g at the 
adoption, at Madrid itself, of 
a mandare setting the conditions 
in which negotiations can be 
opened on establishing by com¬ 
mon agreement significant con¬ 
fidence-building measures on 
tbe military level. ..." But 
they also “ reject the idea oi a 
detente reduced to its military 
aspects” and say they “intend 
to maintain its balance”. 

Here tbe matter rests for the 
time being bur it is far From 
solved. For instance, if there 
were general agreement as Mad¬ 
rid on military proposals, would 
it be right to refuse consent be¬ 
cause there bad been no pro¬ 
gress on human rights ? Would 
it be.right to trade concessions 
in one area for gains in an¬ 
other? And what is a proper 
balance? These are some of 
the knotty problems that will 
occupy officials between how 
and die autumn’s meeting in 
Madrid.

One of the favourite political 
pastimes ever since the present 
Government took office has 
been to spot the U-turn.

This promise went hand 
in hand with the Conservative 
commitment to sound money 
through tight control of the 
money supply. But it‘ would be 
misleading no pretend that last 
May provided evidence of the 
British electorate’s conversion 
to the monetarist doctrine.'The 
voters did not go into tbe poll¬ 
ing booth happy in the know-. 
ledge that in the Conservatives 
thqy had found a party tbat 
would restrict the public sector 
borrowing requirement. They 
voted for a land of enterprise 
hr which personal incentives 
would flourish again. 

Ministers knew . this - - well 
enough. Hie justification most 
frequently offered for Sir 
Geoffrey Howe’s first budget

Season of 
gloom and 
discontent 

As the not-so*littlc Arab town 
of Bethlehem prepares to cele¬ 
brate its twelth successive 
Christmas under Israeli mili¬ 
tary occupation, the attention 

of the security forces has in¬ 
evitably turned to the distinctly 
unfesti’ve subject of urban ter¬ 
rorism. 

Just as the biting winds blow¬ 
ing in from the Judean bills 
and the sprouting of tasteless 
displays in the windows of 
brightly lit Arab souvenir 
.shops are sure reminders that 
Christinas Eve is fasi approach¬ 
ing, so is the ostentatious burst 
of Israeli military activity. For 
days, soldiers have been teking 
up* positions on the rooftops of 
nil the buildings overlooking the 
impressive sixth century church 
built on the spot where tradi¬ 
tion has it that Jesus was born 
nearly 2,000 years ago. 

Scores of extra troops armed 
with Uzi sub-machine guns and 
automatic rifles have already 
been drafted ioto the area, and 
on December 24, they will be 
joined by low flying helicop¬ 
ters and undercover men wEo 
wiH mingle with the expected 


crowd of 20,000 Christian pil¬ 
grims. 

Two years ago, Palestinian 
extremists succeeded in deto¬ 
nating a bomb while the festive 
season was in full swing, and 
only last month they provided 
a chilling reminder of foeir 
presence when a large device 
was defused only minutes 
before it was due tn explode 

under a crowded bus near the 
town centre.

Some tenants win always be 
. unable for one reason or another 
to take on the respond bihti es of 
ownership. Local authorities 
have a statutory duty to house 
homeless people in their areas. 
The enfranchisement of tenants 
may tend-to leave councils with 
their less attractive properties on 
their hands and thus reinforce 
both tile discomforts and tbe stig¬ 
ma of poverty. The Bill takes 
note of some extreme cases by

capped, and housing in areas of 
natural beauty vulnerable to die 
weekend cottage market (the 
safeguards in-the latter case are 
quite inadequate,- however). 

The problem is much wider, 
but in most areas it. is unlikely 
that sales will be so many that 
councils will actually be unable 
to fulfil their responsibilities. 
Some homes whose new owners 
may be unable to maintain them 
adequately may pass into the 
owner-occupied sector (which al¬ 
ready today includes a disturbing 
amount of .housing in poor con¬ 
dition). The welcome relaxation-, 
proposed in red tape surrounding 
grants for repair and improve-' 
ment may help to reduce the 
risk. 

These dangers are 1 real, but 
they are dangers worth incurring 
for the sake of achieving a major 
shift of economic power into the. 
hands of the individual, with all 
that means in terms. of self- 
respect, freedom and mobility. 
The Bill is in effect a programme 
to extend the area of the 
bourgeoisie, even at the cost of 
sharpening to some extent the 
difference between the property- 
owning majority and a minority 
which, because smaller, can be 
assisted by the rest of society 
with less misdirection of 
resources. Other proposals in the 
Bill should do much ro mitigate 
the bureaucratic vexations of life 
on a council estate. The Bill is a 
bold gesture of confidence in a 
particular idea of society. It 
should be of benefit to many: 
bur society has a duty to ensure 
that the advantages of the many 
are not 'bought at the cost of 
greater hardship for tbe few.

Jn Korea the out¬ 
come is still uncertain. Certainly 
the assassination of President 
Park came as a complete surprise. 
Events since then in Seoul have 
been as much hidden from the 
outside world as have __ any 
machinations .in the- Chinese 
Politburo. In both countries the 
need for change was strongly felr. 
In. neither . did- there exist, any 
electorate or representative 
assembly that could give effect 
to it. - - 

After three years tire .Chinese 
leaders are at least insisting that 
the affairs of the communist 
party shall be. conducted by 
democratic and : constitutional 
rules, not by Maoist gerryman¬ 
dering. Beyond the party itself 
any more . widespread power 
granted to electors'-ts shirked as 
likely to lead to “ anarchy • 
Behind the convenient screen of 
“ demoqatic centralism ” the old 
totalitarian instincts live on. -The 
same may be true oF Korea where 
President Park and no doubt 
many of the generals looked upon 
political freedom as much too 
risky to play with. 

Yet the demand may be just as 
strong as it has been shown to 
be in China. It would be ;sur¬ 
prising. if a highly educated 
urban middle class such as 
has multiplied in two decades 
of economic growth will be con¬ 
tent once again to knuckle under 


to the kind of repression to which 
President . Park always turned 
when faced with troublesome 
opposition. Unlike China, which 
can go on in its lordly ways with¬ 
out being disturbed by foreign 
comment, the government in 
Seoul is very differently placed. 
At all times since the country 
emerged from its; divided post¬ 
war occupation the southern half 
has-been dependent on American 
military power and the assurance 
of American support in many 
other less tangible ways. Conse¬ 
quently the demand for demo¬ 
cracy iias. been able to look for 
support to the United States, and 
of late- that support has been 
much more active. 

The. drugging and seizure of 
. the opposition leader Mr Kim 
Dae Jung in 1976 caused some 
concern in America. The revela¬ 
tions of wholesale bribery of 
congressmen in Washington by 
a Korean official has stimulated 
much more-opposition to Korean 
government. With President 
Carter’s interest in human rights 
Korea’s failings have been very 
much before the American 1 
public. Ffot that they can hope I 
directly to affecr.the drawing up i 
of a new constitution which the 
well-meaning President Choi 
Kyu Hah bas promised. The 
arresr of the alleged assassin 
Kim Jae Kyu, followed by tbe 
. arresr of the chief of staff who 
had arrested bini and the dis¬ 
missal of the newly appointed 
chief of staff, are all evidence 
that the army is quarrelling over 
the succession without much 
reference to the civil authority. 
It would be a bad sign if tbe 
hardliners .in the army succeed 
in imposing repressive measures 
■that would now be resented even 
more than they were in Presi¬ 
dent Park’s days. 


From the Subdean of Lincoln 
Sir,' Dissidents, it seems, are as 
/unwelcome in Rome as in Poland. 
The reemergence of the'Holy Office 
. as -a court of discipline ls> the matter 
of Professor Scttillebeeckx has now 
been highlighted by the deprivation 
of Professor Kung of his right to 
teach as a Catholic theologian. The 
SchiUebeeckx issue bas already pro¬ 
voked comment. Among a number 
of issues, two, ar least, have, so far, 
', not. been stated. 

.'■'•'Last year- and during this year the 
debate in the CKurch of England 
. over the ordination of women and 
•then..the admission to altars in 
England of canonically ordained 
women from- other provinces of the 
Anglican Communion provoked one 
explicit-.argument, among many. It 
was, briefly,., that in tbe present 
ecumenical climate there was a risk 
of jeopardising the relations of the 
Churcn of England with'the Roman 
Catholic Ctturch (and Orthodox 
-'Churches) by pursuing the ordina- 
tioa of women. 

• Incidentally, a curiously insular 
notion, anyway, given that the 
Church of England must accept 
some degree of solidarity with its 
partner Provinces which have 
.already ordained women. The argu¬ 
ment, however, was pur with con¬ 
viction. Now I think it is equally 
fair to say tttat the present disci¬ 
plinary notions in the Vatican alarm 
me greatly. 

If those who make a case against 
'the ordination of women on the 
grounds of a greater desire for 
conversations with Rome do not 
equally feel uneasy, then it is 
important that some of us say how 
seriously we see this drifr. Those of 
us who care about the principles 
of dissidence which were, in a deep 
way, rhe stuff of Reformation, 
slftuld not be indifferent to the 
situation of SchiUebeeckx and Kiiug, 
nor to the kind of obsracies it puts 
for us in ecumenical setting. 

For, secondly. the_ ecumenical 
climate of today is surely about 
renewal as much as unity. There' 
are several aspects to renewal in the 
churches. Among these is the emer¬ 
gence of the laity as an essential 
ingredient in church affairs; 
another is the increasingly com- 
mitred sense of social involvement 
TO be found in the churches;' a 
third, for me, is the charismatic 
renewal. But a fourth is rhe redis¬ 
covery of rheology as a task for the 
contemporary Christian—an expec¬ 
tation that rhe theologian must learn 
to work in his or her context and 
not remain a commentator on 
historical texts and arguments. Both 
Professor SchiUebeeckx and Pro¬ 
fessor Kung have richly con¬ 
tributed to that theological renewal 
and are, therefore, to be seen as 
serious allies in the ecumenical 
struggle for renewal and unity. 

A struggle now made more diffi¬ 
cult by the sectarian attitude of the 
Vatican. Fortunately Professor 
Kung does not cease, today, to be 
an eminent theologian for me.

From Mr £. P. Thompson 
Sir, In the interesting exchange 
between Mr T. G. Talbot, QC, and 
Professor-Colonel G. I. A. D. Draper- 
(November 29 and December 14}' 
the danger has arisen that two dis¬ 
tinct issues will become confused- 

Professor Draper cites several 
authorities for the antiquity of the 
Crown's right of stand by, and con¬ 
cludes from these that “ those who 
have questioned the legality of the 
current practice of jurv vetting will 
find that the practice has been part 
of the common law for 500 years **. 

But verting and stand by are two 
' distinct procedures. Vetting might 
be defined as the procedures by. 
which prosecution (or defence) 

. obtain detailed information as to 
the records, possible disposition or 
bias, of persons on the jury panel: 
that is, investigation of the panel. 
If we suppose (as, indeed, I hope 
that we may! that there are no cov¬ 
ert means of interfering with the 
constitution of rhe panel, challenge 
or stand by are the means by which 
either party may eliminate panel 
members from the jury. 

Even Law Officers of the Crown 
appear to be under difficulties in 
distinguishing between these two 
procedures. In an article in The 
Observer; November 11, Mr Sam 
Silkin, the former Anornev-General, 
argued that “ ro cavil at the guide¬ 
lines fin jury vetting], and yet 
accept the challenge system, is' to 
strain at a gnat whilst swallowing 
legions of camels". But of course— 
unless there are other undisclosed 
“guidelines" abour—yetting would 
be a futile operation without re¬ 
course to stand by. The camel and 
the gnat must be swallowed 
togerher, a.s Mr Silkin, io his term 
of office, happily did. 

The common understanding of 
common law and practice, as it had 
emciged bv the eitfiteenrh-cenrury. 
was that of the random selection of 
the jury, os corrected by challenge 
or stand by. That is. prosecution or 
defence could remove from the 
jury persons who by reason of 
occupation, known " history or 
prejudice, etc, might be supposed 
to be biased. 

In the smaller communities of 
those days, with a limited property 
qualification for jurors, both 
defence and prosecution clearly 
knew something about members of 
the panel, whether by enquiry or 
hearsay. Historians who consult 
trial records, especially in sensitive 
cases (such as treason, seditious 


libel, and the rights nf rhe press), 
often turn up evidence of this. 

What is different now is that— 
especially since the extension of 
jury service to tlie greater perl of 
the electors in the Criminal Justice 
Act, 1972—panels are drawn from 
large catchment areas and are 
virtually anonymous. Hence verting 
has a significance today quite 
unknown io previous history. On 
the one hand, the prosecution may 
employ to the full the increasingly 
sophistic-rued records of police. CIO. 
Special Branch, etc. On the other 
hand, the defence has been pro¬ 
gressively blindfolded. Occupations 
have heen struck off the panel list 
(by Lord Hailsham in 1973). rhe 
defence's right of challenge without 
cause has been reduced to three 
(Criminal Law Act, 1977} while the 
Crown’s right af stand by remains 
unlimited; and since the defence 
(in the absence of employing a 
legion of enquiry agents) are blind¬ 
folded. the right of challenge, with 
or without cause, can rest only on 
whim. 

It is true that Mr Silkin's 
“ guidelines ” laid upon the prn- 
secution the obligation ro pass on 
releranr information to the defence, 
although it is not clear how far 
this obligation was honoured in any 
case. The decision of the present 
Attorney-General. Sir Michael 
Havers (The Times. December 11) 
to bring rhe authorization of verting 
back intu his own hands, pending 
the reconsideration nf the whole 
matter, is to be welcomed. But his 
statement did not make clear how 
far. in the event of verting, the 
defence were to have the blindfold 
taken off. 

Your learned correspondents may 
or mail- not reach agreement as to 
tfie legality of rhe practice of stand 
■hv. Bur what has changed, over 
500 years, is this. From small and 
compact neighbourhoods of 
" peers ’’ we have moved to vast 
and anonymous electoral lists. The 
defence knows next to nothing of 
the panel: but (with vetting) the 
prosecution cast bring rhe elaborate 
resources of rhe state, in record 
storage and retrieval, to bear in 
ifieir enquiry. This savagely tilts 
ancienr procedures against the 
defendant and in favour nf the 
Crown. That is why jury vetting 
must be brought to an end.

Sir, As we enter the “Christmas 
season ”, Christians must often 
wonder what their proper reaction 
cbouLd be to the trivial and hedo¬ 
nistic . commerdajisation which 
passes today for a great religious 
Festival.

I should like to suggest one way 
in which this might be done.

As so 
often happens when expediency, not 
truth,_ is a motive, rhe effects of 
choosing late December, with its 
pre-existent secular emphasis, have 
onm rebounded if) full on the 
churches. 

Modern scholarship tends towards 
the view that Jesus was born in 
midsummer. Would it be possible 
For the Churches to readjust the 
religa'ous year so as to hold Christ¬ 
mas celebrations on, say, rhe first 
Sunday in July ? 

The “December holiday” in the 
last week of the year would no 
doubt continue to exist in its own 
right_ as a time of merriment and 
Feasting, and Christmas ” in July 
would then become a wholly reli¬ 
gious festival, dedicated to the con¬ 
cept of spiritual renewal and re¬ 
birth.

Spending on education 

From the Principal of Waltham 
Forest College 

Sir, We poor second class citizens m 
the fun her/higher education sector 
read with some cvnicism rhe corres¬ 
pondence in The Times from 
directors fod vice-chancellors of 
polytechnics and universities, etc, 
concerning their finances. Colleges 
of further education, which cater 
for the majority of post-school 
education, have always been left 
with die tail end of financial alloca¬ 
tions. Many of us have had to make 
da with leaking prefabricated huts 
for decades and think ourselves 
lucky to have the opportunity to 
take over a condemned school as an 
annexe. We see across the fence the 
multi-million pound budgets of 
those institutions, with low staff 
Student ratios, lecturers wirh incred¬ 
ibly few teaching hours and an 
elaborate Parkinsonian administra¬ 
tion structure. Their hospitality 
allowances a-lone would keep 
schools in books. I have details cm 
university and polytechnic staff with 
so little work that they have time to 
take on sizable part rime work in 
further education colleges. 

The Robbins Report resulted in a 
massive expansion of higher educa¬ 
tion _ in the late 60s and the 70s, 
leaving the provision for the artisan 
that society needs out in rhe cold. 
Whilst secondary education went 
comprehensive, colleges were split 
up between further education 
colleges and polytechnics. The 
result was rhe concentration on 
development of polytechnics at tbe 
expense of further education. Now* 
one cannot get a plumber or a 
carpenter, nor is it easy to get any 
teachers of skills—bur there is no 
shortage of highly qualified appli¬ 
cants. for arts and bocial science 
teaching. Each advertisement (and 
readvenisement) for skills teaching, 
be it catering, accountancy or tech¬ 
nology, brings in one or two appli¬ 


cants. Arts advertising can result in 
a hundred applicants, many 
unemployed. 

What has this to do with overseas 
fees ? The £16-00 million or so 
spent by eadi higher education 
establishment includes a consider¬ 
able fee element, especially the 
advanced furrher education ** pool ” 
and " no area poo!" income, much 
for overseas students. The univer¬ 
sities and polytechnics can well 
survive a cut in their budgets—we 
3 re well experienced in this cutting 
back of budgets of about E2!~£3 
million : By making their teaching 
staff teach their full number of 
hours, as we have to—some do none 
at all, or 2-4 hours a week, and have 
second incomes for consultancy. 
Further education staff on in-service 
courses often criticize the poor 
teaching rhey receive in higher 
education establishments and the 
frequent absences of tutors on 
priva-re assignments overseas. By 
making better use of their accom¬ 
modation — room utilization of 50 
per cent for 30 weeks in rhe year 
is rypical and would spell bank¬ 
ruptcy in rhe private sector. 

Remember _ too—precious few 
further education students get any 
grants at all. bur have to pay fees 
and ro survive the year work week¬ 
ends—no mandatory awards until 
reaching undergraduate level 
courses. 

The howls from rhe higher educa¬ 
tion sector mean that at lasr rhey 
have been found out—which w’e 
have tried to tell the Department 
of Education and Science and 
education authorities for years. Tbe 
needs of our society and industry 
are in rhe artisan sector " and any 
government would be wise to do 
something about it. We have beard 
only words so far.

Arms control 
for security 


From Mr R. V. Cox 


Sir, There are many worrying 
aspects of rhe Government's deci¬ 
sion ro allow extensive deployment 
of cruise missiles in the United 
Kingdom, and the Prime Minister's 
refusal to allow an emergency 
debate in rhe House of Commons 
before the recent Nato meeting 
exemplifies how little public dis¬ 
cussion there has been erf a matrer 
that is causing widespread anxiety. 

Many of us accept unhappily the 
necessary evil of nuclear weapons 
in rhe interest nf maintaining a 

S ower balance that trill serve as a 
3 sis for international negotiation^. 
Bui this evil is tolerable only if 
there are continual and effective 
diplomatic efforts to avert the crises 
that might lead to the use of nuclear 
arms. 

The deployment of cruise missile* 
is designated as an “ updating of rhe 
effectiveness of the nuclear 
armoury" I is to l 56 matched by 
an appropriate escalation of diplo¬ 
matic activity in rhe pursuit of 
peace ? 

Tf not, we are simply, and without 
justification, indulging in an 
increase in mir killing-power, and 
incidentally exposing ourselves to 
the enhanced dangers that follow 
from this increase. 

One of the increased danger* 
follows from the mobile nature _ of 
these missiles: for any enemy action 
intended to secure rhdr destruction 
would result in die obliteration of 


great areas. 

Even in peacetime, their installa¬ 
tion increases the risk of tragedy. 
False alarms, human or computer 
errors (all recently demonstrated as 
far from remote possibilities) could 
lead to dispersal of missiles rn what 
arc presumably well-separated 
launching sites. 

I am sure that rhe majority of 
people in this country would wel¬ 
come an extensive and exhaustive 
debate on tvherher the proposeti 
installation of cruise missiles is 
judicious, or a blundering and 
catastrophic error.

Homeless and rootless 

From Mr Martin Davis 

Sir. The Campaicn for the Homeless 
and Rootless (December 3) is in 
danger of depriving ttfe single home¬ 
less of the only effective national 
acimmmodaticin resource they have : 
for although the Department of 
Health and Social Security recep¬ 
tion centres are nor adequate to 
meet most of rhe needs of their 
users, rhey offer shelter where 
otherwise there would be none. By 
making a straight choice between 
total destitution and support of an 
ineffective law. the Campaign for 
Homeless and Rootless may well be 
throwing rhe baby out with the hath 
w^er. 

As ir stands, the Housing (Home¬ 
less Persons) Act 1977 contains 
m-’nv substantial flaws, not the leist 
nf v’hich is lh-u there is no specific 
m“ehanism for anpenl a^ainsr 
ulring authorities, which all but 
rendered the Act ineffective.

Yet a report commissioned by the 
Department of Health and Social 
Security and completed in 1972 and 
an analysis of ttts report by Ms 
Susanna Wood published in' 1976 
would appear to show quite the 
reverse. A surrey of reception 
centre inmate« at the largesr recep¬ 
tion centre (with 700 bed spaces at 
the rime: that is. half the roral 
reception bed spaces for the whole 
country) showed that over one half 
of new residents and three quarters 
of residents attending the centre on 
two or more occasions suffered from 
nvainr medical impairment. 

If this is so. it is my contention 
that the Act already encompasses 
rhe majorirv of reception centre 
users and this can only mean thar 
local authorities for some reason are 
noi discharging iheir present statu¬ 
tory duty. 

The Supplementary Benefits Com¬ 
mission has been in complete favour 
nf unburdening themselves of their 
reception centre iasfc. David Denni¬ 
son as Chairman of the SBC wrote 
in reference io this: “The Govern¬ 
ment should not be in the business 
of providing shelter for homeless 
and rootless people—proriding it. 
moreover, in ways that are bound to 
stigmatize rhem. and make it harder 
fur tfiem to gain a footing in norm.il 
jobs and normal homing *\ (Munici¬ 
pal Public Services Journal. 3 
November 1978 >._ 

.The problem is, though, that by 
dismissing rhe reception centre ser¬ 
vice as an anachronism. Professor 
Donnisnn and the Campaign for the 
Homeless and Rootless may well 
consign rife reception centre inmate 
to a fate worse than the workhouse 
pauper ever offered.

Secondly, the bouncing mine 
used in the actual arrack weighed 
9.600 lb, and carried a vastly greater 
explosive charge than anv known 
torpedo.

Washington 
decides 
on oil tax of 
$ 228 , 000 m 

Leaders of the United States 
Senate and the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives have agreed on legis¬ 
lation that could add £228,000m 
(about £104.110m) to oil com¬ 
pany tax bills in the decades 
ahead. 

The politicians also agreed, 
however, to postpone final 
action on the legislation until 
early next year. Last April 
President Carter called for legis¬ 
lation to tax the profits, the so- 
called “ windfall profits that 
would accrue to domestic oil 
companies as United States 
price controls on oil were lifted 
to enable domestic prices to 
reach the world market level. 

The Senate completed work 
on one complicated Bill thar 
would have generated estimated 
rax revenues nf ST78,00nrn be¬ 
tween 1980 and 1990. while the 
House agreed on a Bill likely fo 
produce a tax total of 
S277,000m.

Robinson has received more than £lm 
in payments for flour milling machinery 
dispatched over the past few months. The 
last consignment was shipped to the 
Turkish port of Trabzon, for.road trans¬ 
portation across Iran to Tabriz.

Export hope 
for joint 
uranium 
technology

Anglo-Dutch-Germ an centri¬ 
fuge technology for the enrich¬ 
ment of uranium may be adop¬ 
ted by the Australian Govern¬ 
ment, which is studying the 
feasibility - of installing an en¬ 
richment plant in Australia in 
order to increase the value of 
uranium exports. 

Urenco and Centec,. the two 
tripartite companies set up to 
develop and exploit the Euro¬ 
pean centrifuge process, were 
invited to Australia earlier this 
month to discuss possible co¬ 
operation. 

Such a technology transfer 
would need agreement between 
the four governments on secur¬ 
ity. Meanwhile, discussions are 
to continue in preparation for 
a decision by Australia during 
1931. 

The main competitor to the 
European gas-centrifuge en¬ 
richment process is the diffu¬ 
sion process used in the United 
States. 

The United Kingdom partner 
in the tripartite project is 
British Nuclear Fuels. The com¬ 
pany has a one-third sharehold¬ 
ing in Ceotec. which designs 
and makes the centrifuge plants, 
and in Urenco, which operates 
the plants and markets the en¬ 
riched uranium. 


German bank chief’s 
prescription for growth

Frankfurt, Dec 20 

Herr Karl-Otto F 6 hl, the in¬ 
coming president of the West 
German Federal Bank, gave 
warning yesterday that West 
Germany will maintain its tight 
money policy in the face of 
growing inflationary pressures. 

Speaking at the formal cere¬ 
mony to mark his raking over 
of the presidency of the Ger¬ 
man central bank frem Dr 
Otmar Emminger, Herr Pohl 
went out of his way to dispel 
any impression that he will be 
less forceful than his predeces¬ 
sor in the fight against in¬ 
flation. 

He told his audience that 
there was no contradiction be¬ 
tween tight money and econo¬ 
mic growth. Instead, the two 
were more like twins, and the 
lessons of the past few years 
had shown that a policy of 
stability was the best prescrip¬ 
tion for economic growth. 

He stressed that the bank 
would maintain its proven poli¬ 
cies and that money must 
remain right if it were to main¬ 
tain its value. 

The bank, he said, would 
determine its monetary policy 
on the basis of the real growth 
possibilities of the German 
economy but he said that these 
had been reduced by the rise 
in oil prices. 

We know that higher oil 


prices cannot be spirited away 
through a restrictive and 
monetary policy, Herr Pohl 
said, adding ihsa every mark 
that is paid oar for oil or other 
raw materials, development aid 
or protection of the environ¬ 
ment cannot be spent again.on 
wages, profits or additional 
public expenditure. 

A Dart from inflation, another 
. problem ha$ been the growing 
reserve role of the Deutsche 
mark. 

Herr PShT conceded that 
Germany will .probably have to 
live with this role whether it 
likes it or not. On the other 
hand he rejected any restriction 
of free movements of capital as 
an answer to the problem. 

Dr Em min E>er, the out-going 
president, underlined that 
West Germany was entering a 
decade of great economic un¬ 
certainty in a relatively strong 
position. 

I he Federal Bank's huge re; 
serves meant that the current 
account deficits arising this 
Year and nexr will present no 
immediate problems. 

The domestic economy teas 
still performing well, thanks 
largely to a boom in invest¬ 
ments, while the bank had 
domestic money supply under 
control at d was therefore able 
to curb that part of inflation 
that did nor arise from, oil 
price rise increases.

One last chance 
for Ley land 


Yesterday the Government committed £300m to BL. 
Will the money put the company 
on the road to recovery ? Peter Hill reports 


Sir Michael pulled off a coup 
when be went over the heads of 
the shop stewards to get en¬ 
dorsement of the plan from the 
shop-floor. The no-nonsense 
treatment of Mr Derek Robin¬ 
son, the Longbridge convenor, 
struck a chord in boardrooms 
up and down the country. 

Sir Michael can point to those 
achievements with some pride 
but, important tboueh they are. 
much - more Fundamental 
changes still have to be secured. 
The progress made on Lhe in¬ 
dustrial relations front could 
srill be arrested unless the com¬ 
pany can reach agreement with 
the trade unions..on its 5 per 
cent pay offer and a package 
of demands for changes in work- 
ins practices and greater flexi¬ 
bility between trales. 

Those changes are crucial to 
the second element determining 
BL's survival: the introduction 
of a new model programme. 
That programme is ambitious 
by anv standards and no one 
should be in anv doubt nf the 


necessity for the company to 
deliver the goods. This Govern¬ 
ment wil] not he willing to 
pump in further cash. 

BL has made progress in 
improving the overall industrial 
relations climate, it has a 
detailed strategy for the model 
programme and now it has the 
cash. But it has to achieve the

Twn weeks ago tbe senior 
partner of a big Ciry- firm nf 
solicitors took a short stroll to 
the offices of a-City firm of 
specialist tax consultants. The 
object ivas to discuss tbe whole¬ 
sale expatriation of all the dis¬ 
cretionary trusts • looked, after 
by the law firm; 'The money in¬ 
volved was more chad flOOm. 

Other responsible . advisers 
and trustees who take their 
fiduciary duties towards their 
clients, seriously must be con¬ 
templating similar action. The 
mass transfer of assets which 
could result within. tbe next 
year or rw'o is the direct out¬ 
come of the Government’s deci¬ 
sion on October 23 to abolish 
exchahge 'controls. 

The .increased work-load that 
the new world-wide opportun¬ 
ities present has been welcomed 
by the tax fraternity quite as 
much as it has by bankers, insti¬ 
tutional investors' and fund 
managers. Tbe scope for tax 
avoidance — not to mention 
evasion—has been substantially 
proved. International “ moon¬ 
lighting ”od a much wider scale 
can be expected. 

The Inland Revenue does not 
share the widespread enthu¬ 
siasm for the abolition of ex¬ 
change control regulations. Tbe 
decision caught it on. the hop 
and its officers are still speech- 
less -rr-.with good reason. The 
Government’s action has under¬ 


mined much nf the Revenue’s 
work in checking'tax evasion. 
Tax dodging is increasing and 
the Revenue has been fighting 
back in recent years with more 
people, more technical experi¬ 
ence and more powers. Its acti¬ 
vities may not have improved 
its image, but they were begin¬ 
ning to bitt. 

Having made the front of the 
house more secure, the Revenue 
is angry that tbe Government 
has by dropping exchange con¬ 
trol regulations opened the back 
door for both tax avoiders and 
tax evaders of substance. Thp 
people who are going to use the 
overseas deposit route illegally 
are not in the same class as the 
plumber who demands cash for 
mending a burst pipe. 

The Inland Revenue is there¬ 
fore refusing to discuss the im¬ 
plications of exchange control 
relaxations on its activities. Nnr 
will it pinpoint the areas of 
greatest concern. At present this 
must be nondisclosure of 
interest. Banks operating in this 
country -are obliged to give to 
their own. tax inspector details 
of all interest of more than £15 
paid on bank deposits. The in¬ 
formation filters across to the 
individual tax inspectors of the 
bank’s clients. 

The process may. be lone 
drawn out, but even if it lakes 
two years to complete, sooner

or later the correct amount of 
tax will be levied on the 
interest. 

The Revenue uses the infor¬ 
mation from the banks as an 
important source of information 
about the individual's capital. It 
is a vital source, in determining 
back duties and how far tax¬ 
payers are straying from the 
fold. The Revenue is now in 
danger of losing it. 

Anyone exporting capital 
overseas—a simple overnight 
transfer since October 23—and 
depositing it with a foreign 
hank immediately escapes the 
surveillance of rhe Inland 
Revenue. Neither Credit Suisse, 
Credit Agricole, Cnmmerz Bank 
nnr anv other foreign hank 
cares a fig about lhe British tax 
services. No foreign bank out¬ 
side this country has either a 
legal nr moral obligation to act 
as informer for tbe Inland 
Revenue. 

The taxpayers moral obliga¬ 
tion to declare everything re¬ 
mains. of course. And certainly 
the,taxpayer who sent his funds 
overseas and then pretended he 
had no income to declare would 
be Jiving dangerously. Without 
a change of domicile—the ulti¬ 


mate method of avoiding British 
taxes—-a United Kingdom resi¬ 
dent is taxable on bis worldwide 
income and is legally obliged to 
declare it. 

While interest rates in this 
country remain high and rela¬ 
tively ' low elsewhere. the 
Revenue can relax a little. It 
has worries elsewhere to occupy 
it at present. 

A month ago the Inland 
Revenue Commissioners suf¬ 
fered a defeat in rfae Appeal 
Court which has even greater 
significance now that exchange 
controls have been abolished. 
In the Vestey case, concerning 
two discretionary trusts estab¬ 
lished overseas in 1942, the 
Revenue had been claiming the 
right to tax the benefits to 
United Kingdom residents which 
were paid at the discretion of 
foreign trustees from overseas 
assets. 

The case was dismissed on 
the grounds thar discretionary 
beneficiaries could not be held 
to be involved with the original 
transfer of the assets, and the 
results of the Revenue's appli¬ 
cation of section 412 of tbe 
Income Tax Act 1952 were 
described as “ arbitrary, unjust 
and fundamentally unconstitu¬ 
tional." Provided the beneficia¬ 
ries are not involved in the 
transfer, the door has been 
opened for ail discretionary 
trusts (introduced before the 


advent of capital transfer tax 
in 1975i to operate from an 
overseas base with great free¬ 
dom as regards income tax. _ 

It is true that capital transfer 
tax legislation will affecr for¬ 
eign trusts more than United 
Kingdom ones. The periodic 
charge (which was postponed 
for a couple of years in the 
Budget) nn United Kingdom 
rrusrs is replaced by an annua) 
charge of 3 per cent on foreign 
trusts. 

However, the big exodus nf 
discretionary trusts which is 
now being contemplated hangs 
on two factors. There are lmnes, 
on the one hand, that the Gov¬ 
ernment, which is known to he 
softening its attitudes towards 
capital la::es. may dispose nf. 
these periodic and annual 
charges. On the other, is a nrc- 
ging fear that the Government 
may eventually be Forced into 
reintroducing exchange comm!, 
.regulations, which, makes * 
strong case for setting out while 
the going is good. 

And where are they all going 
to?

Mrs Murphy’s Corollary 


The world of technology ii the 
world Murphy’s Law—the 
law that says in essence chat if 
things cab go wrong, they will. 
If you drop a piece of buttered 
toast, in the Well-known ex¬ 
ample, it will invariably land 
butter-side down. Now a whole 
new range of Murphy-Inspired 
legislation has emerged. 

Many of the new laws have 
been framed in tbe computer 
industry, where hordes of so- 
called “ bugs" in computer 
programs have succeeded tbe 
gremlins of an earlier age. But 
many of the laws will ring true 
everywhere. 

For those- who accept the 
basic Murphy, and most of u4 
do because bitter experience 
has. toughi us that life really is 
like chat, the logic of what is 
known as Mrs Murphy's Coroll¬ 
ary follows directly.. This says 
that you cannot successfully 
determine beforehand which 
side of tbe bread to butter'. 

By extension wfi come to the 
more general Law of Selective 
Gravity, _ which says that any 
object will fall so as to da the 


most damage. And the Multiple 
Murphy, known also as. Mur¬ 
phy’s Fourth Law: iF there is 
a possibility of several things 
going wrong, the one that docs 
go wrong will be the aue that 
will cause the most damage. 

In a computer system the 
software or programs that make 
it work are held in tile compu¬ 
ter’s memory, which is of a 
fixed capacity. Hence rhe com¬ 
puter world equivalent of Par¬ 
kinson's Law: any givt?n orn- 
gram will expand to fill all 
available memory. 

Another one for the tech¬ 
nical: Murphy's Law of Ther¬ 
modynamics states that, things 
get worse under pressure. 

Some of the new post-Murphy 
legislation goes even wider, 
attempting to establish general 
rules by which we con under¬ 
stand die rogue behaviour of 
things when faced by peopl.*. 
DeaJinT, in other words, with 
what in the jargon is known as 
rite “ man-machine interface.’’ 

I am indebted to research by 
Mr John Peers of the Logical 
cnii 


Machine Corporation of Sunny¬ 


vale. California, for the follow¬ 
ing attributions. The originators 
may not be well-known ; their 
laws will live forever, wherever 
men and women approach 
machines in attempts to make 
diem perform their allotted 
functions. 

Take note, then, of Sattinger, 
Lowery. Anthony and Cann. 
Sattinger’s Law : it works better 
if you plug it in. Lowerys Law : 
if it jams, force it. If it breaks, 
it needed replacing anyway. 
Anthony’s Law of Force : don’t 
force itl get a large hammer. 

And the- immortal Conn’s 
Axiom: when all else fails, 
'read the instructions. 

Returning from generalities 
to the peculiar case of the com¬ 
puter industry, we find a legal 
obsession with the strange 
rituals of programming. One 
law or programming says that 
if a program is up and run¬ 
ning it is obsolete; another 
points out that if a program is 
useful it will have to be 
changed. 

Program complexity grows 
until it exceeds the ability of 
the programmer win must 


maintain it. Make it possible for 
programmers to write programs 
in English and you will find that 
programmers cannot write Eng¬ 
lish. 

Gilb's First Law of Unrelia¬ 
bility says that computers are 
unreliable, but people are even 
more unreliable. Hence the 
corollary that, at the source nf 
every error which is blamed 
un the computer, you will find 
at least two human errors, 
including the error of blaming 
it on the compuien 

Gilb's Ninth Law states thar 
the ‘ Investment in reliability 
will increase until it exceeds 
the probable cost of errors, or 
until someone insists on getting 
some useful work done. 

In scientific research- 
Finaglc's Rules advise as 
follows. Rule one. to study a 
subject best, understand it 
thoroughly before you start. 
Rule five, experiments should 
be reproducible, that is, they 
should ail fail in the same way. 
Rule six, do not believe m 
miracles—rely on them. 


Here I am tempted to inter¬ 
ject a saying by a tiis inguished 
former colleague which 1 shall 
dub Jay’s Dictum. Originally 
applied (some years ago) to 
Britain's economic prospects, it 
bears the hallmark of a genuine

Extracts from the reviews by the chairmen of the. Orange Free State 
gold mining companies for the year ended 30 September 1979 


Gold 

At the time of writing last year’s review the price of gold set at 
the London fixings had just fallen by soma 550 to SI 94 in the 
space of a month. This followed the announcement of a 
S30 billion support operation by the United Status Government 
and of a massive increase In the amount ol gold that was to be 
auctioned monthly bythe United Slates Treasury. Nevertheless, 
attitudes were cautiously optimistic. 

The strength ol tha market has since surpassed all expectations, 
with the price soaring to a new tecord fixing oI S397 on the 
dosing day of the year under review. Three fixings later it 
peaked at S437, S243 higher than at the same time last year. 
More recently, however, the price has been fluctuating below 
5400. The US Treasury subsequently again altered its auction 
policy from one of regular soles of specified quantities to an 
ad hoc programme which temporarily brought the price under 
some pressure. 

The average price of gold during the financial year was 5257, 
an increase of 43. per cent over the previous average of SI80. 
Also of significance is the fact that the price has increased 
appreciably in terms of stronger currencies. During lhs yeor 
tha dollar price rose to S397 from 5217, an increase of 83 per 
cent. In Deuischemark terms the price rose by 71 per cent, 
by 86 per cent in Swiss francs and by 119 per cent in 
Japanese yen. 

Whereas last year the increase in the gold price largely 
reflected the weakness of the US dollar, lhe pattern this year 
year has seen a more widespread distrust of all paper money, 
indeed, investors’ attempts to protect the value of their assors 
havabcen a major factor, not only in gold's rise to record prices, 
but also in the levels attained by other precious mrtals. It is 
significant that this principle was recognised by recent US 
legislation which permits pension funds and insurance 
companies to invest a proportion of their assets in precious 
metals. 

’ investment in gold, including bullion, medallions and official 
coins, is estimated to have absorbed 494 tons in 1578 
compared with 417 ions in 1977, Investment demand in 1979 
is anticipated to show an even more substantial increase 
although it is too early to be precise. 

Fabrication demand for gold in 1978, including coin and 
medallions, rose to a record 1 552 tons. In view of the sharp 
increase in the gold price in. hard currencies some decline in 
industrial offtake must be expected in 1979. Current estimates 
of the reduced demand in this sector, however, indicate that 
the fait is likely to prove relatively modest, particularly when 
compared with the major decline in 1974 when demand fell 
to 250 tons. The continuing strength of the jewellery and 
industrial market may be ascribed in part to the successful 
promotional efforts of Intergold, intergold has also stimulated 
the high level of demand for Krugerrand gold coins which 
contain one ounce of fine gold. A survey into the marketability 
of the R2 gold coin, which contains approximately a quarter 
of an Ounce of fine gold, has been initiated. 

The supply of gold to the market in 1979 is expected to be 
higher than at anytime other than in 1967/68 when monetary 
authorities sold large quantities in. an attempt to maintain a 
fixed price of S35 Bn ounce. New production by mines in the 
non-communist world will probably show a slight increase . 
from the approximate 970 tons of the past three years. Net 
communist-bloc seles are estimated to be around 250 tons as 
against annual sales of around 400 tons in the recent past. 
This reduction, however, is more than offset by the increased 
amount sold by the US Treasury. The IMF will have sold 170 
tons in 1979 compared with 184 tons in 1978. 

It is not certain whether The IMF will continue its sales after 
the current four-year programme which ends in May 1980, nor 
is it clear whether the US Treasury will continue its sales at 
the level of hs November auction. It is quite obvious, however, 
that foreseeable supplies of newly mined gold are insufficient 
to meet currant demand, let alone an increasing investment 
demand. 

The year has sOen greater awareness of ..gold's role as a 
monetary reserve as shown by the revaluation to market- 
related levels of the gold portion of most central bank reserves. 
In the future, gold seems bound to play an increasingly 
important part in international monetary transactions. Although 
short-term price fluctuations will inevitably occur, the outlook 
remains favourable. 

Uranium 

The current swing from; increasingly svp"nsivo oil-based 
energy to nuclear and coni is certain to accelerate in tha 80s 
even if total energy demand growth in the industrialised 
nations only increases at a very modest rate. However, the 
demands for additional safety devices on existing and future 

nuclear power plants will result in further delays in commiV 
sioning dates and'reduce earlier predictions of growth in 
near-terin consumption. ... 

Australian producers ere making progress in overcoming 
Stats and environment problems which hBva delayed the 
commissioning of their mines and are now more active in the 
market/A consequence of their activity has been to limit the 
increase in oranium price and in 1979 the price continued to 
decline in real terms. 

Indications are that- if < air the new production facilities which 
have boon projected are actually commissioned there will be 
a surplus of production capacity until there is a resurgence 
of demand. 


The 1980s 

The higher gold price will enable the mines to turn to account 
lower-grade ore and to ertend their worting lives, as Indeed 
Thev are obliged to do in terms of their mining leases. However, 
modified mining plans cannot he put into effect in the short 
term and extensions lo mill capacities and new shafts take 
even longer. Nevertheless, the trend in the industry will be to 
mine lower grades in. the T930s provided of coutse.'that the 
escalation in costs does not outstrip The increase in gold price. 
There are considerable reserves of lower-gtade ore in the 
Witwatersrand Basin, both wiihin and without existing mining 
leases. The higher average price has already resulted in 
increased exploration activities. Unfortunately, capital required 
to establish a new mine and the costs of operations have risen 
substantially, so much so ihat the minimum grade required to 
establish a new mine has only dropped marginally compared 
with five years ago despite the much higher gold puce used 
in viability studios today. A mine with a milling capacity of 
135 000 tons a month nearing commissioning now would 
have cost in lhe order of R250 million. The same mine 
commenced today and completed in the mid-1980s would 
cast approximately R400 million based on recent inflation 
experience. New mines to exploit low-gr3de ore bodies are 
therefore likely to be few in number and expansion will 
Undoubtedly be in the form-of extensions to existing operations 
whose cash flow can be used to finance development. 

The taxation authorities in this country have always followed 
a conservative policy in relation to the mining -industry .and I 
certainly hope that the substantial increase in gold mining tax 
payments following the gold price rise will encourage them 
to adopt lower marginal rates and increase the initial capital 
allowances. Both these steps are necessary if full advantage is 
to be taken of the potential for exploiting lower-grade ore 
bodies. The reduction in the surcharge rate from 7.5 per cent 
to 5.0 per cent and in the loan levy rate from 15 per cent to 
10 per cent for the 1980 tax year was welcome, but certainly 
fell short of industry requirements, particularly in relation to the 
establishment of new mines. 

The mining industry offers employment opportunities to over 
300 000 underground workers and nearly 100 000 surface 
workers, most of whom have had very little or no formal . 
education. The task of formulating training programmes aimed 
to improve performance and overall productivity on the mines 
remains formidable. However, success in this field is imperative 
if the predicted skills shortage is to be averted. Progress has 
been made and over the last few years 6 000 artisan aides have 
been trained in all tvpes of maintenance and repair work. These 
men have received training in some modules of the work 
undertaken by boilermakers, electricians and fitters, amongst 
others, which enables them to work'under the guidance of 
fully-trained artisans. These steps are admittedly inadequate 
when seen in the context of the skills and labour force required . 
by South Africa as a whole to ensure economic expansion, 
increasing mechanisation throughout the country will further 
strain resources in the engineering and technical Helds and it 
is important that the capacity of all training facilities in the 
country be expanded. Having said this, it must be pointed out 
that all mines administered by Anglo American Corporation 
have fully-equipped training centres where continuous job- 
relsied training of both whites and blacks takes place. To 
improve further training capability, an integrated modular 
development programme is to be launched shortly.in addition, ■ 


courses are offered on a central basis to both graduates and 
non-graduates in all disciplines. These courses are not only 
job-related but elso cover the broader aspects of mining and 
management techniques. To meet the challenge of mechanisa¬ 
tion, specialist courses in hydraulics, instrumentation and 
electronics are run throughout the year. 

The continuous training of people in itself can and should onfy 
be undertaken within a labour structure which enables all 
individuals to use their accumulated skills to maximum 
potential. Forward planning of development of the labour force 
in a new environment where there will hr equal opportunities, 
equal pay for work of equal-value, as well as the right to tnds 
unionism, must be tackled with some uigen. v. The nc-v- -tneari-? 
will see fundamental changes in labour pcii.*v v ii.' > I >■ -s 
will result in the industry being manned by a ^:abi.-. .i til- 
motivated ia bour force. 

Labour 

The publication of the Wiehahn and Riel-en Reports on 
industrial relations and labour mobtiity war- a milestone in 
labour development in Soulh Africa. The Government, how¬ 
ever. adopted a cautious atntude towards the Commissions' 
recommendations, particularly in regard to the admission of 
blacks to -trade unions. Fortunately, it; has since made an 
important move in this direction and seems intent on full 
implementation of all the recommendations, but in terms of an 
undefined timetable. Some matters remain to be considered 
by the Wfehahn Commission which will be devoting a further 
report to matters concerning the mining industry in particular. 
Once this has been published and the Government has made 
its views inown. it will be possible to plan for the better 
utilisation of our human resources and for an improved 
industrial relations structure. However, much will depend on 
the co-operation of the white trade unions, many ol whose 
members, while recognising that change is inevitable and 
necessary, are fearful of their job security. 

A further improvement in conditions of employment in tho 
mining industry and the high rate of unemployment in 
southern Africa, have ensured that our mines hav>r ;* cr? 
than an adequate supply of unskilled labour lhiujgi,ou; 
lhe year. 

Joint Metallurgical Scheme 

The total profit of R46 640 000 is in itself a tribute to the 
improvement fn operations that has taken pface during the year. 
All commitments were met from current production and wa 
were able to sell uranium and acid on the spot market. 

It is planned to.increase plant capacity during tha current year 
by 150 tons a day. and so bring into better balance our pyrite 
and acid production. New contracts have been concluded for 
the sale of the additional acid. 

The extensions tq the slimes section Df the President Brand 
uranium plant which will give a final capacity of up to 500 000 
tons a month are almost complete and commissioning has 
commenced. Full production should be achieved during the 
third quarter of‘I960. 

A significant part of the scheme's short-term production 
was contracted to Iran. Since the political upheaval, that 
country's nuclear energy programme has apparently been 
scrapped and the Atomic Energy Organisation of Iran has 
advised participants that it wishes to cede the contract to a 
third party who would, of course, have to be acceptable to ail 
concerned. In the interim, deliveries to AEOI have been 
suspended wh*Te preliminary discussions on the ceding of the 
contract take place. 

A joint sales contract for the delivery of uranium was 
concluded early in the year. The terms -agreed include a 
consumer loan to be paid partly in US dollars and partly in 
rands. The loan will be made in four tranches, the first of which 
has already been received, the balance being payable cverihe 
years 19E1 to 1983. The loan will be repaid in quarterly 
instalments commencing in December 19S5.

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Motoring 

More stringent 
MOT tests 
from January 

January 1, apart From ushering 
in the 1980s, will see the introduc¬ 
tion of important new equipment 
at MOT testing stations. The conse¬ 
quences for the motorist will be 
twofold: a big reduction, if only 
temporary, in the number of stations 
and a more stringent application of 
the test criteria. 

Since in 1975 the Labour Govern¬ 
ment announced a ' programme to 
improve the effectiveness of the 
test, it has been foreseen that a 
number of stations would choose 
to leave the scheme rather than 
install the expensive machinery 
required. 

. With only 10 days’until the New 
Year deadline, the picture is still 
nor entirely clear. OF the 16,000 
test stations, about 2,500 are 
expected to lose their authorization 
apd by no means all those wishing 
to be included in the new scheme 
have been approved. 

According to the Department of

Transport, approval has beeo given 
to 9,000 stations and another 2,000 
approvals should be canfinned by 
January 1. That makes 11,000 sta¬ 
tic ngj which is well short of the 
existing total. 

The department adds, however, 
that a further 4,338 stations have 
indicated their willingness to join 
the scheme and should be confirmed 
within six months. There are a few 
hundred in addition to those also 
likely to join in due course. So if 
all goes to plan there should be a 
return to almost the present 
complement 

But for some months there will he 
many fewer stations available and 
motorists whose tests are due early 
in the New Year should first check 
that their local centre will be 
operating and, secondly, should 
book the car in as soon as possible. 
Car owners should also be warned 


that as a result of the new equip¬ 
ment the test will be tougher. 

The installation of roller brake 
testers, for instance, will provide a 
more objective and consistent appli¬ 
cation of brake-testing criteria than 
the old method of talcing the car on 
the road and seeing how it behaves. 
Apart from the efficiency of the 
brakes, the roller tester will show 
any imbalance between wheels on 
the same axle. 

“Cars will have to be in better 
condition to pass on the new equip¬ 
ment ", Mr Ken Prendergast, 
director of customer service for 
Ford, says. “The chance for buman 
error has almost been eliminated 
and although pass standards have 
not changed, the use of roller brake 
Testers will highlight any vehicle 
that is not up to the mark.'’ 

The second piece of new equip¬ 
ment is an optical headlamp-beam 


tester, capable.of measuring both : 
the intensity and .alignment of dip* 
and main beam lights. As one who 
is consistently dazzled by headlights 
that are wrongly aliened, I hope this 
machine will quickly identify the 
culprits. - 

The failure rate oh. the MOT test, 
is more than a third and it will be 
interesting to look at die figures 
again in a year to see the impact 
of the brake and headlamp testers. 
Certainly a more rigorous and con¬ 
sistent application of the test should 
find out those motorists who have 
delighted in driving their old 
bangers from station to station in 
the hope of. discovering one more 
lenient than, the rest. 1 

The case for'the MOT ; test is* 
underlined by two recent Ford sur¬ 
veys. The first, covering 72,500 cars 
of various mates and ages, showed 
that one in five had inefficient foot- 
brakes and almost as many required 
attention to broke hoses and pipe& 
The other survey, of more than 
30,000 cars, found 30 per cent with 
defects to lights and horns. 

Road test:Saab 900

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Legalizing uncompleted development work 


Ashby and Another v Secretary 
of State for the Environment 
and Another 

Before Lord Justice Stephenson, 
Lord Justice Goff and Lord 
Justice Eveleigh 
ljudgments delivered Dec 111 

The Court of Appeal considered 
the question whether section 209 
of the Town and Country Plan¬ 
ning Act. 1971, included a power 
for the Secretary of Slate for the 
environment to make a com¬ 
pletely retrospective order when 
authorizing a diversion order in 
respect of a new route for a 
footpath. 

Their Lordships dismissed an 
appeal by Mr Kenneth Ashby and 
Mr Andrew Dal by, suing on tbeir 
own behalf and on behalf of the 
Ramblers Association, from the 
dismissal by Sir Douglas Frank. 
QC, sitting as a deputy judge of 
the Queen’s Bench Division, of 
their application to quash an 
order of the Secretary of State 
confirming the Kirklees (Broad 
Lane Estate, Uppertfaong) Public 
Path Diversion Order, 1976, made 
by the Kirklees Metropolitan Dis¬ 
trict Council under section 210 of 
the Act. 

Section 209 provides*. " (1) The 
Secretary of State may by order 
authorize the stopping up or 
diversion of any highway if he is 
satisfied that It is necessary to 
do so in order to enable develop¬ 
ment to be carried out in accord¬ 
ance with planning permission 
granted under Part Ill of this 
Act, . . 

Section 210 provides : “ (1) . . . 
a competent authority may by 
order authorise the stopping up 
or diversion of any footpath . . . 
if they are satisfied as mentioned 
iq. section 209(1) . . 

Mr Barry Payton for the appel¬ 
lants ; Mr Jeremy Sullivan for the 
minister. The local authority did 
net appear. 

LORD JUSTICE EVELErGH 
said that in 1962 outline planning 
permission was granted for a 
housing development on land 
through which ran a public foor- 
patfa. Approval of the details of 
residential development for 40 


houses was given ia September, 
1975, to a builder. The proposed 
development involved obstruction 
of the footpath at several points. 
Tbe advisory panel on foetpatbs 
of the local authority accepted a 
proposed route for the diversion. 
In January, 1976. however, the 
builder laid out an alternative 
footpath and started work on a 
house which obstructed the foot¬ 
path before tbe authority had 
published a. diversion order and 
before anv application to tbe 
minister. He was fined £80. 

In March, 1976, the authority 
made a diversion order In respect 
of a new route. After a public 
meeting bad rejected it. the 
authority devised another new 
ronte which became the subject of 
the 1976 order. Tbe minister con¬ 
firmed the order, and his de¬ 
cision was tbe subject of the 
appeal. 

Tbe local authority and the 
minister had to be satisSed nf 
the matters set out in section 209. 
For the appellants emphasis had 
been placed on the words “ to be 
carried out", It was* said that 
the words related' to the future 
and could not apply where devel¬ 
opment had begun or had been 
completed. Nor was there a 
power to ratify past activities 
which would encourage develop¬ 
ers to “ jump the gun." 

Part X of tbe Act containing 
tbe relevant sections, and the 
provisions of Schedule 20 and 
section 215 for objectors to be 
heard and inquiries to be held 
indicated that the purpose was 
to prevent premature unlawful 
development where a highway 
would be obstructed. 

The minister claimed that sec¬ 
tion 209 gave power to him to 
act although the development had 
been completed or, alternatively, 
that some development in accord¬ 
ance with planning permission re¬ 
mained to be done. His Lordship 
considered the present state of the 
development and concluded that 
some work remained to be done 
in the houses. He quoted'. from 
the inspector’s report to tbe effect 
that so long as people bad a right 
to walk through the plots, tbe 


Launderette effluent 
not domestic sewage 


Thames Water Authority v 
Clue and White Launderettes 
Ltd 

Before Lord Justice Stephenson, 
Lord Justice Eveleigh and Lord 
Justice Brandon 

The effluent discharged from 
washing-machines on launderette 
premises is trade effluent within 
the meaning of section 14 of the 
Public Health (Drainage of Trade 
Premises) Act, 1937, and it is not 
entitled to exemption from charges 
levied by water authorities as being 
domestic sewage. 

The Court of Appeal allowed an 
appeal by the Thames Water 
Authority from the dismissal by 
Judge Dow at Clerfcenweil County 
Court of their claim for £1.355, 
being the charges in respect of the 
discharge of effluent from nine 
launderette premises. 

Section 14 of the Act provides: 
“ fl) . . . * trade effluent* means 
any liquid, either with or without 
particles of matter In suspension 
therein, which is wholly or In part 
produced in the course of any 
trade or Industry carried on at 
trade premises and, in relation to 
any trade premises, means any 
such liquid as aforesaid which is 
so produced in the course of any 
trade or industry carried on at 
t'iose premises, but does not Jn- 
elude domestic sewage: ‘ trade 
premises ’ means anv premises 
used or intended to be used for 
can-ring on any trade or indus¬ 
try.” 

Mr David IViddicombe. QC. and 
Mr John Laws for the water 
authority ; Mr J. P. Gorman, QC 
and Mr John Fqy for the 
launderette company. 

LORD JUSTICE EVELEIGH 
said that the appeal was solely 
concerned with whether the 
effluent was trade effluent within 
the -meaning of section 14 of the 
1937 Act. It was admitted that 
the premises were trade premises. 
The section gave two definitions 
of “ trade effluent ”. The first 
was to apply generally, the second 

only when the matter had to be 
considered in relation to trade 
premises. The words “ bur does 
not include domestic sewage ” 
applied only to the second mean¬ 
ing. The relevant part of the de¬ 
finition migbt be stated as saying 
that Is relation to trade premises 
effluent did not Include domestic 
sewage. 

Counsel for the launderette com¬ 
pany had submitted that the water 
discharged from a washing- 
machine in a house most be 
domestic sewage, and the liquid 
in the present case was identical. 
Such an approach would lead. In 
his Lordship’s opinion, to the con¬ 
clusion that almost anything which 
could be classified es domestic 
sewage when emanating from a 
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house must be domestic sewage 
when coming from a factory In 
spite of it being used only in tbe 
process of manufacture carried on 
In the factory. It had been argued 
that that was not a necessary con¬ 
clusion because the 'process of 
washing clothes was done in a 
similar machine in the home. That, 
however, did not go far enough. 
One mast also ask the purpose 
for which the activity was car¬ 
ried on. 

On trade premises one would 
expect there to be a source of 
effluent that was not related to 
tbe trading or industrial processes 
carried on there. The exclusion, of 
domestic sewage was intended to 
relate to the domestic activities 
of those who worked there as 
opposed to the effects of the busi¬ 
ness activities. From the words of 
sccdon 14 itself the water dis¬ 
charged From the washing- 
machines in a launderette was 
trade effluent within the meaning 
of the section. Support for that 
view was to be gamed from sec¬ 
tions 1 and 4 of the Act. 

Tbe court had been referred to 
a number of authorities but there 
was nothing in any of the decided 
cases to govern the interpretation 
of the section. For the reasons 
given tbe washing liquid in the 
present case was not domestic 
sewage, and the appeal should be 
allowed. 

LORD JUSTICE STEPHENSON, 
concurring, said that there was no 
definition of domestic sewage In 
the 1937 Act, but its meaning 
could be derived from proviso 
(aj (i) to section 34 of the Public 
Health Act, 1936. That section 
conferred on the owner or occu¬ 
pier a right to have private drains 
made to communicate with the 
authority’s public sewers, subject 
to a proviso that “ nothing in 
this section shall entitle any 
person—(a) to discharge directly 
or indirectly into a public sewer— 
l!) any liquid from a factory, 
other than domestic sewage or 
surface or storm water, or any 
liquid from a manufacturing pro¬ 
cess . . . Domestic sewage was 
not defined in the 1936 Act. but 
in its context his Lordship had 
no doubt that it meant llqnld from 
water closets and baths. lavatories 
and sanitary conveniences, ucd 
by workpeople in a factory. 

His Lordship did not feel bound 
bv any authorities to hold that 
nil the soapy water discharged 
from a launderette was necessarily 
domestic, though the operations of 
a launderette were nearer to those 

of a householder than those of a 
laundry. Everything directly pro¬ 
duced in the course of tbe trade 
or business Df a launderette, 
whether for the purpose of wash¬ 
ing or laundering clothing or for 
the trade purpose, preferred by 
Mr Gorman, of hiring out wash¬ 
ing-machines and providing soap 
and water softener, was trade 
effluent, except the effluent from 
any lavatories or washbasins pro¬ 
vided as ahdUary to the trade 
use of tiie launderette. The appeal 
should be allowed. 

Lord Justice Brandou agreed 
with bath judgments.

builder could not sell the bouses 
and that ft would be unfair to the 
builder to require him to pull 
down one of the houses. 

Part X of tbe 1971 Act con¬ 
tained provisions for stopping up 
and diverting highways and for 
safeguarding the public interest 
before a Gnal order was made. 
The considerations under that An 
were not precisely the same as 
those under the Highways Act. 
The effecc of Part X of tbe 1971 
Act was to provide a comprehen¬ 
sive scheme for development of 
land and consequential inter¬ 
ference with highways under tlic 
minister’s supervision. It was tidy 
and logical and ensured a con¬ 
sistent approach. 

By section 209 the minister was 
empowered to authorize the 
stopping up or diversion of any 
highway Stopping up or divert¬ 
ing might refer to the past or the 
future. The words could be as 
applicable to a highway already 
diverted as to one which it was 
intended to divert. 

His Lordship rejected the argu¬ 
ment that “ authorize ” was in¬ 
appropriate to something already 
done. It was defined in the 
Shorter Oxford Dictionary as L1 to 
set up or acknowledge as authori¬ 
tative ; to give legal force to ; to 
sanction ; to Countenance His 
Lordship read section 209 -as 
saying that the minister might 
acknowledge as authoritative or 
give legal force to or sanction the 
stopping up and. consequently, he 
might deal with a highway that 
bad been stopped up or oac iha i 
would be stopped up. 

The minister had to be satisfied 
that it was necessary to authorize 
the stopping up or diversion. The 
words ” to be carried out ” were 
not equivalent to “ begun ” ; 
they contemplated both a begin¬ 
ning and a completion. Section 
209 was an enabling section, 
concerned to remove what other¬ 
wise would be a legal (not a. 
physical) obstacle to development. 
There was nothing ia the words 
to prevent the minister from 
authorizing .an already existing 
obstruction caused by develop¬ 
ment already begun. Developers 
who acted unlawfully would have 
to be dealt with by the penal 
provisions applicable to their 
conduct. 

His Lordship considered section 
32 in relation to: section 209 and 
said that it was permissible to 
read section 209 as saying that the 
minister might authorize the stop¬ 
ping up of any highway if be was 
satisfied that it was necessary to 
do so In order to enable develop¬ 
ment which had been carried out 
on the ground to be legalized. 

It was contended that the appli¬ 
cation should be dealt with under 
section III of the Highways Act. 
No worthwhile advantage was to 
be obtained Jn that way. lr was 
better for die minister who might 
have to consider the merits of the 
development permission to con¬ 
sider at the same time the highway 
question. If the development was 
of a kind which involved tiie 
obstruction of a highway, then the 
minister could give his authority 
so that the development could be 
carried out legally. He was not 
concerned to enquire how far, if 
at all. tbe work had been done. 

His Lordship would dismiss the 
appeal. 

LORD JUSTICE GOFF said that 
he was unable to accept Lord 
Justice Eveldgb's conclusion that 
section 209 gave tbe ministe-- 


power to make a completely 
retrospective order, although on 
a more restricted construction of 
the section he agreed that the 
appeal should be dismissed. His 
conclusion was not possible 
because of the words or futurity 
** to be carried out ” in the sec¬ 
tion. in sharp contrast to ** con¬ 
structed or carried ont . . . before 
tbe date of the application *’ in 
section 32. 

In his Lordship’s view, if the 
'work had been finished sections 
209 and 210 did not apply wbetfaer 
or not planning permission bad 
been obtained before it was done 
or started, and if it had not been 
finished the permission granted 
would have to be not only under 
section 32 to retain the work so 
far done bat also to authorize tbe 
rest, which would bring in sec¬ 
tions 209 and 210. Neither the 
council nor the minister could 
be satisfied that an order was 
necessary “in order to enable 
development to be carried ont ” 
without ascertaining tiie factual 
situation in order to see whether 
there was in fact any part of the 
relevant permitted development 
left to be carried out or whether 
it bad all been completed. 

It could be said that. If de¬ 
velopment on the highway bad not 
been completed, what remained to. 
be done did show that It was 
necessary to make an order to en¬ 
able tbe development to be carried 
out. none the less so because the 
order would validate the unlawful 
erection. That was so on the 
simple ground that what remained 
to be done could not be carried 
out so long as wbu bad already 
been done remained unlawful and 
liable to be removed, at all events 
where the new could not stand 
alone, eg building an upper storey, 
if necessary his Lordship would 
say that any further building on 
the highway, even although it had 
been physically stopped up by 
what had been done already, was 
itself a further obstruction which 
could not be carried out without 
an order.- 

LORD JUSTICE STEPHENSON 
said that he was attracted by Lord 
Justice Eveieigh’s construction of 
section 209, but he agreed with 
Lord Justice Goff that it did 
violence to the language of the 
section and be could not accept 
it. 

There was no indication in 
either Act that what appeared’.to 
be a requirement Hiaf a minister 
or authority should be satisfied 
on the facts that someth] og could 
not be done in the future with¬ 
out a diversion order was intended 
to be a requirement that thov 
should be satisfied on paper that 
something In the past unlawfully 
needed to be legalized by ' a 
diversion order. 

He did, however, agree on the 
facts that the development was 
still being carried out which neces¬ 
sitated the authorization of a 
diversion order at tiie time svhqp 
the diversion order was authorized 
and confirmed. Development con¬ 
sisting of building operations was 
a process with a beginning and an 
end. That fact might produce tbe 
deplorable result that the earlier 
the developer ” jumped the gun ” 
the better bis chance of complet¬ 
ing the development before the 
minister or authority could con¬ 
sider whether it was necessary to 
authorize a diversion order.

Special procedure criticized 


Sandholm v Sandbolm 
After the Court of Appeal bad 
dismissed a bus Mind's appeal 
against the refusal of a county 
court judge to rescind a decree of 
divorce granted under the special 

S rocedure and to allow hun to 
le an answer out of time. Lord 
Justice Goff said chat he much 
regretted the special procedure 
and suggested that the rule- 
making committee shoold consider 
revision of t he ru les. 

HIS LORDSHIP, who was sir- 
ting with Lord justice Orr and 
Lord Justice Ormrod, said that 
if the husband bad put in an 
answer the case would have been 
heard in the ordinary way and the 
onus of proof would hare been 
on tbe wife to prove her case. 
In the ordinary way, faced with 


an application to extend time on 
ground of a mis unders tanding 
between solicitor and client, the 
court would consider whether the 
explanation made was adequate tn 
tbe circumstances an,t might well. 
In the present case, have given 
leave. 

As the husband had not applied 
until after the registrar’s certifi¬ 
cate it was too late unless- he 
could show a positive case on the 
merits; the onus of proof was 

completely reversed. The judge 
bad plainly beeo right In the 
present case, and his Lordship 
agreed with reluctance rh?r the 
appeal failed. Solicitors should See 
that in aqy case in which it was 
desired to oppose the granting of 
a petition a holding answer was 
put in. 


Judge makes cash proviso 
over man’s love affair 


Mr Justice Anthony Lincoln 
called in the High Court yes¬ 
terday for a cash guarantee to 
insure against the renewal of 
a forbidden lore affair. 

He told Mr Gary Cuiknots, 
aged 28, from the Channel 
Islands, that unless his parents 
put up substantial sums of 
money to insure that be stays 
away from his girl, a ward of 
court, reed 16 he' will face 
prison If he returns ro his home 
in Guernsey for Christmas. 

Mr Guilmoto said after the 
hearing: “ They could never 
raise a substantial sum of 
money at such shore notice.” 

He had broken an order, 
made by a judge in die Family 
Division last month, banning 
him from getting in touch with 
the Guernsey waitress he has 
pledged to marry. 

The judge today made a sus¬ 


pended jail order against Mr 
Guilmoto and said he would go 
to prison if there were any 
more breaches of the November 
injunction. He said Mr Gull- 
xnoto admitted he had com-, 
mumcation with the girl, whose 
name is being kept secret. On 
one occasion be had sent her a 
tape cassene. 

Tbe judge added: He recog¬ 
nizes fct was in contempt of 
court. But he told me he had 
been in communication with her 
father, and as a result he had 
now formed the intention i to. 
avoid all other communication 
with her and to observe the. 
orders of the court scrupulously 
to prove himself to the girl, £ter 
father and her family.
